At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Montana  State  Library  Association  in 
Helena  it  was  decided  to  issue  a  bulletin  every  second  month,  with  the 
cooperating  libraries  each  sponsoring  an  issue.   This  first  issue 
comes  from  the  Missoula  Public  Library  and  the  Missoula  County  Free 
Library. 

New  officers  of  the  Association  for  the  year  1939-1940  are: 
President  -  Margaret  Fulmer,  Parmly  Billings  Memorial  Library, 
Billings;  Vice-President  -  Bessie  Sestak,  Great  Falls  Public  Library; 
Secretary  -  Doris  Wilson,  Montana  State  College  Library,  Bozeman;  and 
Treasurer  -  Lucille  Grove,  Kalispell  Public  Library. 

The  meeting  in  Helena  was  well  attended,  and  all  in  attendance 
report  a  pleasant  and  profitable  time.   It  was  decided  by  vote  of  the 
membership  to  hold  the  1940  meeting  in  Billings. 

The  Association  needs  more  members  and  larger  representation  from 
the  smaller  libraries  if  it  is  to  serve  Montana  to  the  best  advantage. 

Of  the  three  "library  bills"  introduced  at  the  last  session  of 
the  Legislature,  one  became  law,  that  permitting  two  or  more  counties 
to  join  in  establishing  and  supporting  a  central  library,  or  contract- 
ing for  countywide  service  from  an  existing  library.   The  purpose  of 
this  law  is  to  provide  a  way  for  counties  of  low  valuation  to  have 
adequate  library  service.   With  the  maximum  support  for  a  county  lib- 
rary limited  to  one  mill  many  counties  can  not  adequately  support  a 
county  library,  while  two  or  more  acting  together  could  provide  county- 
wide  service  for  themselves.   Such  a  regional  library  if  established 
need  not  abolish  any  existing  library  or  curtail  its  activities. 
Rather  it  should  supplement  the  service  already  existing.   v'tould  your 
county  benefit  by  such  a  regional  library?

This  budget,  totaling  $7,100  a 
year,  was  adopted  as  read  and  referred  to  the'  Planning  Committee  for 
presentation  at  the  legislature. 

Doris  Wilson  read  the  minutes  of  the  special  meeting  in  Bozeman, 
November  5,  1939.   Miss  Fulmer  read  various  letters  concerning  action 
taken  in  regard  to  the  WPA  State-vide  Library  Project.   It  was  voted 
that  the  meeting  endorse  the  action  of  the  committee  in  withdrawing 
the  association's  co-sponsorship  of  the  WPA  Library  project  and  in 
recommending  that  the  State  Library  Extension  Commission  withdraw  its 
sponsorship  of  that  project. 

An  expression  of  confidence  was  given  Mrs.  Garber  in  her  work  as 
Supervisor  in  District  5  of  the  WPA  State-wide  Library  Project.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

June  1939  to  May  20,  1940 

Three  meetings  of  tne  Executive  Board  have  been  held  during  the 
year,  November  5,  1939,  and  February  6,  1940,  in  Bo?,eraan,  and  "May  19, 
1940,  in  Billings.   The  meetings  of  November  5  and  February  6  were 
called  to  consider  the  status  of  the  WPA  State-wide  Library  project... 

A  brief  chronological  report  of  the  President's  correspondence  will 
comprise  this  report.   The  correspondence  file  in  open  to  examination 
by  any  librarian  or  trustee. 

October  31,  a  letter  and  suggested  proclamation  for  official  state- 
wide recognition  of  Book  Week,  Nov.  12-15,  was  sent  to  the  governor. 
No  answer.   Suggest  the  new  president  try  again  for  Book  Week  1940... 

We  have  some  interesting  corresnondence  concerning,  the  Blackfeet 
Indian  Library,  which  received  radio  publicity  in  February  from  Joseph 
Henry  Jackson  during  Bookman's  Notebook  broadcasts.   This  corresnon- 
dence will  be  turned  over  to  the  chairman  of  the  Planning  Committee. 

Inquiries  have  been  received  during  the  year  for  statistical  in- 
formation on  Montana  libraries  and  state-wide  library  service.   In 
answering  each  inquiry  we  mere   aware  of  the  inaccurate  and  incomplete 
figures  for  Montana.   Information  was  sent  to  John  Mackenzie  Cory, 
Graduate  Library  School,  University  of  Chicago.   And  we  have  at  hand 
H.  E.  Helmrich's  master's  essay  "Relationship  of  State  Universities 
and  Land-grant  Colleges  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  to  State-wide  Library 
Service",  loaned  to  tnis  meeting  by  the  Library,  Columbia  University. 
Figures  for  Montana  are  incorporated  in  this  report. 

An  inquiry  from  the  Social  Work  Laboratory,  Sociology  Department, 
Montana  State  College,  for  data  concerning  outstanding  state-wide 
organizations  in  Montana  remains  to  be  answered.   This  report  shows 
the  need  for  an  historian  for  the  MSLA. 

The  information  on  Montana  in  John  S.  Richard's  article  in  the  April 
1940  issue  of  PNLA  Quarterly  on  Library  action  in  the  Pacific  Northwest 
was  supplied  by  Kiss  Nina  Ford,  Chairman,  Planning  Committee. 

Several  important  letters  have  been  received  from  the  ALA  which  will 
be  brought  out  in  ALA  reports...   Miss  Ellen  Torgrimson  will  represent 
M3LA  at  the  ALA  Council  meetings,  Cincinnati. 
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Correspondence  from  Miss  Edith  G-antt,  Specialist,  Public  Libraries, 
U.  S.  Office  of  Education,  concerning  regional  library  development  in 
Montana  has  been  referred  to  the  chairman  of  the  Planning  Committee  and 
to  the  Department  of  Agricultural  Economics,  Montana  State  College. 

As  president  of  the  Montana  State  Library  Association,  it  has  been 
my  privilege  to  represent  the  Association  on  two  committees:   Home 
Economics  in  Education  through  Libraries,  of  which  Miss  Frances  Smith, 
Home  Demonstration  Leader,  Montan8  State  College,  is  chairman;  and  on 
the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Maternal  and  Child  Health  Division  of  the 
Montana  State  Board  of  Health...   I  want  to  suggest  that  the  MSLA  make 
its  cooperation  with  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  one  of  adult 
education. . .to  make  available  to  laymen  information  on  public,  family, 
and  personal  health. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  make  the  following  recommendations! 
That  concerted  effort  of  each  member  of  the  MSLA  be  made  to 
strengthen  the  Association  through  an  increased  membership 
and  participation  among  Montana  librarians. 
That  each  librarian  make  greater  effort  to  interest  and  in- 
form trustees  on  library  matters  and  needs  -  not  only  of 
her  own  library,  but  state-wide  needs. 
That  each  librarian  take  the  initiative  or  cooperate  actively 
in  promoting  and  directing  the  organization  of  friends-of- 
libraries  groups. 
That  each  librarian  raise  her  MSLA  I.Q.  during  the  coming  year 
and  cooperate  unfailingly  with  the  President,  chairman  of  the 
Planning  Committee  and  the  legislative  committee  by  answering 
correspondence  promptly,  supplying  needed  information,  and  by 
taking  action  in  her  own  community. 
Lastly,  that  the  Association  purchase  a  file,  a  gavel,  and  a 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order  for  the  future  presidents  of  the 
Association,  and  that  an  historian  be  appointed.

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At  the  Billings  meeting,  MSLA  created  the  Membership  Committee  under 
the  chairmanship  of  the  association's  Treasurer,  who  is  Dorothy  Huston 
of  Billings    The  purnose  of  this  committee  is  increased  membership  in 
MSLA.   Such  an  increase,  the  association  feels,  will  bring  greater  ben- 
efits to  MSLA,  to  Montana  librarianship  as  a,  profession,  and  to  the 
individual  librarians,  now  so  widely  separated  throughout  the  state. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Huston,  the  state  is  being  divided  into 
districts.  Each  district  will  be  represented  on  the  Membership  Commit- 
tee _  by  a  librarian  from  within  that  territory.  It  will  be  the  responsi- 
bility of  that  committeewoman  to  contact  all  prospective  members  in  her 
district.  We  hope  that  you  will  have  considered  this  opportunity  and 
will  be  ready  to  join  us  when  the  committeewoman  in  your  district  con- 
tacts you.  If  you  wish  to  become  a  member  of  MSLA  before  that  time, you 
may  send  your  dues  to  Dorothy  Huston,  Parmly  Billings  Memorial  Library, 
Billings.

This  is  a  particularly  important  year  in  the  history  of  MSLA,  for  we 
are  making  the  greatest  Dossible  effort  to  have  parsed  in  the  state 
legislature  two  bills,  for  the  certification  of  librarians  in  Montana 
and  for  expansion  of  the  State  Library  Extension  Commission.   We  need 
the  active  cooperation  of  every  Montana  librarian.   The  rewards  from 
these  measures  will  be  yours. 
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PLANNING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Since  this  was  not  a  legislative  year  the  work  of  the  Planning 
Committee  has  been  largely  educational  in  purpose.... 

Your  chairman  spoke  to  representatives  of  the  Federated  Women's 
Clubs  of  Missoula  County,  outlining  the  aims  of  our  association... 

A  letter  was  sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  Library  Service  Committee 
of  the  Montana  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers  listing  the  needs  of 
the  state  as  seen  by  librarians...   No  reply  was  received... 

On  request  from  M.  John  S.  Richards  of  the  University  of  Washington 
Library  for  material  for  the  pacific  Northwest  Library  Association 
Bulletin  regarding  Montana's  plans  for  action  during  the  coming  year, 
the  following  items  were  listed; 

1.  Legislation  to  enlarge  the  State  Library  Extension  Commission 
and  make  mandatory  the  appointment  of  county  and  public  librari- 
ans as  the  added  members.. 

2.  An  appropriation  for  this  commission  to  enable  it  to  function 
as  intended. 

3.  Working  toward  a  certification  law,  and  until  such  time  as  this 
is  passed  promoting  the  voluntary  certification  of  librarians. 

4.  publicizing  the  provisions  of  our  new  regional  law  in  the  hope 
that  it  may  provide  the  way  to  library  service  in  counties  of 
low  taxable  value. 

5.  Broadening  the  Montana  State  Library  Association  by  promoting 
meetings  of  different  interest  grouns  at  the  state  meeting. 

6.  Issuing  a  bi-monthly  bulletin  in  the  interest  of  a  stronger  state 
library  association  and  a  larger  and  better  informed  membership. 

7.  Trying  to  interest  the  Montana  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers 
in  our  program  through  their  library  committee. 

In  the  promotion  of  our  voluntary  certification  plan  105  blanks  for 
listing  credentials  were  sent  out  to  34  libraries  and  to  the  students 
in  the  library  school  at  the  State  University.   Sixty-five  of  these 
have  been  returned  properly  filled  in.   Some  libraries  received  more 
blanks  than  they  needed,  so  those  returned  indicate  a  good  majority  of 
librarians  in  favor  of  certification.

AN  ACT  TO  MAKE  APPROPRIATION  FOR  THE 
MONTANA  STATE  LIBRARY  EXTENSION  COMMISSION 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 
Montana ; 

There  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  operation,  maintenance  and 
expenses  of  the  Montana  State  Library  Extension  Commission,  the 
following; 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1940 
Salary  of  the  Secretary-Librarian         $2,700.00 
Wages  of  clerical  help  1,500.00 

Traveling  expenses  1,200.00 

Office  equipment  1,000.00 

Office  expenses  700.00 

Total     f7, 100.00 


CERTIFICATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Since  it  has  not  seemed  feasible  to  revamp  the  Certification  Bill 
as  it  now  stands,  we  wish  to  present  the  recommendations  which  have 
been  made  by  the  members  of  this  committee. 

Our  first  opinion;  that  the  number  of  persons  on  the  State  Library 
Extension  Commission  be  increased  from  three  as  now  permitted,  to  at 
least  five;  that  these  nersons  be  a  librarian  from  a  public  library, 
and  a  librarian  from  a  county  library;  the  manner  of  appointment  to 
be  considered  later. 

This  opinion  is  formed  as  of  first  importance  because  the  Certifi- 
cation Bill  as  it  now  stands  reads.;   "An  act  relating  to  the  certifi- 
cation of  librarians  in  the  state  of  Montana  and  providing  that  the 
library  extension  commission,  the  secretary  of  the  commission,  and  a 
librarian  appointed  by  the  governor  shall  have  authority  to  grant 
certificates  to  librarians  after  examination...."   To  date  there  has 


been  no  secretary  of  the  commission  although  such  appointment  could 
no  doubt  be  made  under  the  provision  in  the  law  pertaining  to  the  com- 
mission which,  captioned  "Employment  of  secretary  and  assistants" 
states  that,  "The  state  library  extension  commission  may  elect  one 
of  its  own  members  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  board,  in  the 
event  of  a  lack  of  funds  to  employ  a.  regular  secretary."  From  this 
it  would  appear  that,  if  there  were  funds,  a  secretary  could  be  em- 
ployed, but  she  would  not  necessarily  be  a  librarian  and  if  so,  she 
would  not  be  particularly  fitted  to  pass  upon  certification.   The 
"librarian  appointed  by  the  governor"  is  also  a  non-existent  person 
at  this  time.   Therefore,  in  order  to  make  the  caption  of  the  bill 
read  true,  appointment  of  these  persons  must  be  made  possible. 

The  committee  suggests  the  following  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the 
State  Library  Extension  Commission  as  it  is  provided  for  at  present: 
A  commission  composed  of  the  Superintendent  of  public  Instruc- 
tion as  now  on  the  board. 

One  librarian  from  the  faculty  of  one  of  the  component  institu- 
tions of  the  University  of  Montana.   That  would  change  it  from  the 
definite  State  University  to  make  it  more  general. 

One  citizen  appointed  by  the  Governor.   He  could  be  specified 
as; 

Some  one  in  the  state  whom  the  Governor  might  want  to  honor  and 

who  would  bring  a  new  viewpoint  to  the  board,  or 
A  count"'  commissioner  because  there  are  going  to  be  more  and 

more  county  libraries  in  Montana,  or 
The  State  Treasurer  since  the  funds  are  deposited  with  him,  or 
A  member  of  the  Montana  State  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs.   This 
would  represent  a  large  group  of  Montana  people  who  would 
be  interested  in  libraries  and  could  help  with  suggestions. 
Our  second  point;   The  function  of  the  commission  as  described  in 
Section  1  of  the  present  bill  duplicates  authority  already  included  in 
the  present  Library  Extension  Commission  law,  for  the  law  reads;   "The 
state  library  extension  commission  is  the  state  board  of  library  exam- 
iners, and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  said  board  as  provided 
in  section  4565.,"   Section  4565  declares;   "Any  person  who  is  a  gradu- 
ate of  a  library  school,  or  has  ha.d  two  years'  practical  experience 
in  a  library  of  not  less  than  three  thousand  volumes,  shall  be  eligi- 
ble to  the  office  of  county  librarian;  provided,  that,  from  and  after 
the  creation  and  organization  of  a  state  board  of  library  examiners 
no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  county  librarian,  unless 
prior  to  his  appointment,  he  has  received  from  said  board  of  library 
examiners  a  certificate  of  ciualif ications  for  the  office."  We  there- 
for suggest  the  elimination  of  Section  1  of  the  Certification  Bill. 
If  Section  1  is  retained,  we  feel  that  these  changes  should  be  made  in 
the  wording;   In  sentence  1,  "...and  one  trained  librarian  of  a  public 
library  in  Montana  appointed  by  the  G-overnor,  which  is  empowered  to 
act  as  certification  board  for  librarians  shall  have  authority  to  es- 
tablish rules  and  regulations  for  its  own  procedure..."  omit  "which" 
and  Insert  the  word  "and"  after  "librarians"  and  before  "shall". 

Sections  £-7  are  clear  statements  as  to  qualifications  necessary 
and  other  matters  which  will  help  the  commission  in  making  decisions 
as  to  certification.   No  changes  are  recommended  except:   In  Section  2, 
sentence  1,  "The  Board  shall  grant  librarians '  certificates  without 
examination  to  applicants  who  are  graduates..."  use  the  word  "commis- 
sion" instead  of  "board"  and  change  the  word  "librarians'"  to  read 
"professional"  or  omit  the  word  "librarians'"  entirely. 

There  is  a  graduated  scale  for  applicants  who  desire  civil  service 
library  positions.   Experience  and  years  of  college  balance  library 
training.   We  feel  that  it  is  fair  to  have  various  grades  of  certifi- 
cates as  the  Iowa  plan  calls  for,  but  think  it  makes  a  bill  more  com- 
plicated, and  therefore  harder  to  pass.   Some  of  the  states  take  care 
of  graded  certificates,  others  make  no  mention  of  the  necessary  dis- 
tinguishing features.   One  committee  member  states;   "Since  re-read- 
ing the  Library  Extension  Commission  law,  I  have  come  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  grade  of  the  certificate  might  have  been  covered  with 
the  provision  in  the  first  section  which  says,  'The  State  Library 
Extension  Commission,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Commission,  and 
one  trained  librarian  of  a  public  library. . .shall  have  authority  to 
establish  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  procedure'". 

As  a  last  matter;   We  appreciate  the  beginning  which  has  been  made 
in  the  way  of  volunteer  certification  in  the  state  with  the  prompt 
response  given  to  Miss  Ford's  request  for  the  filling  of  blanks  with 
the  information  required.   This  response  is  proof  of  the  interest 
Montana  librarians  are  showing  and  provides  a  record  which  will  form 
a  basis  for  the  entire  certification  problem.

REPORT  ON  THE  WPA  STATE-WIDE  LIBRARY  PROJECT 

When  I  became  Supervisor  of  District  5  of  the  WPA  State-wide  pro- 
ject in  July  1939,  simple  instructions  from  the  Director,  Professional 
and  Service  Division,  WPA, ••• were  all  I  received. 

Everywhere  I  met  eager  response  to  the  idea  of  "new  books  and  the 
bookmobile"  and  a  willingness  to  assist  in  the  organi7ing  of  Friends- 
of -Libraries  groups  who  would  help  in  the  local  collection  of  publica- 
tions to  be  added  to  the  new  books  furnished  by  the  government,  to 
heln  raise  money  to  carry  on  the  work  at  the  end  of  the  government 
demonstration,  and  to  aid  in  trying  to  secure  funds  for  the  State  Li- 
brary Extension  Commission.   Practically  all  groups,  library  boards, 
and  librarians  spoke  of  not  being  interested  if  the  books  were  to  be 
of  the  type  recently  distributed  through  government  agencies. 

After  two  months  a  State-wide  Library  Project  conference  was  held 
at  Butte,  when  inconsistencies,  contradictions,  and  evidences  the  pro- 
ject was  to  be  district-wide  instead  of  state-wide  became  apparent. 

My  knowledge  of  the  great  need  for  the  development  of  rural  library 
service  and  my  hope  that  increasing  obstacles  might  be  hurdled  prompt- 
ed me  to  continue  contacts,  to  find  that  at  the  end  of  a  trip,  in  less 
than  three  months,  I  was  temporarily  off  the  project.   Twenty  days  in 
all.   With  no  change  in  the  status  of  my  district,  I  was  back  again. 

The  request  of  the  Director  of  the  State-wide  Project  to  back  her 
and  protest  the  appointment  of  a  "political  appointee"  to  a  technical 
position,  together  with  gathering  evidences  of  unbusinesslike  proce- 
dure brought  about  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Montana 
State  Library  Association  and  the  State  Planning  Committee  at  Bozeman, 
Nov.  5,  and  their  subsequent  action  to  ask  the  State  Library  Extension 
Commission  to  withdraw  its  sponsorship  of  the  project. 

Awaiting  this  action  I  continued  my  contacts  except  where  estab- 
lished projects  were  purely  mending  ones,  which  had  no  possible  con- 
nection with  the  development  of  rural  library  service. 

In  early  December  at  Salt  Lake  City  was  held  a  conference  of  WPA 
directors  from  which  conference,  in  the  shape  of  a  study  outline,  came 
the  disconcerting  news  that  few  of  the  promises  of  the  Project  Pro- 
posal were  now  possible,  and  with  this  my  faith  in  the  ultimate  goal 
of  the  project  was  lost.   Ho"'  could  this  "off  again,  on  again,  gone 
again"  plan  ever  bring  to  fruition  our  hoped  for  demonstration? 

The  fact  that  several  months  that  should  have  been  devoted  to  my 
zone  had  been  taken  up,  at  the  request  of  the  State  Supervisor,  State- 
wide Library  Project,  with  the  preparation  of  material  to  be  used  in 
making  a  state  handbook,  2  sets  of  WPA  and  library  report  forms,  and  a 
Unit  Lesson  as  outlined  at  the  Salt  Lake  conference  (which  according 
to  the  Project  Proposal  was  the  work  of  the  state  office)  together 
with  the  developments  growing  out  of  the  Jan.  24  and  Feb.  6  meetings 
with  the  head  of  the  Professional  and  Service  Division,  prompted  me 
to  resign  Feb.  19.   After  a  silence  of  8  weeks,  I  resigned  again  on 
April  6.   Further  details  are  unnecessary. 

I  have  no  apologies  to  offer,  and  I  feel  that  no  fair  comparisons 
can  be  made  of  the  work  in  my  district  with  that  of  any  other  because, 
with  all  difficulties,  considerable  ground  work  has  been  laid  for 
whatever  turn  the  development  of  rural  library  service  may  take  in 
this  territory. 

Contacts  have  been  made  with  library  and  school  boards,  and  groups 
of  interested  persons  ranging  in  attendance  from  5  to  60.   I  have  seen 
or  written  to  the  presidents  of  all  clubs  in  Billings,  and  many  in 
Yellowstone  County;  and  until  the  outcome  became  so  questionable,  I 
presented  the  project  to  many  clubs  of  the  city  and  county.   From  one 
short  newspaper  item  on  the  project  appearing  in  one  local  paper  over 
1600  books  have  been  collected.   There  are  on  display  here  pictures 
and  the  story  of  a  fine  project  that  has  been  developed  in  Big  Horn 
County  where  trained  library  supervision  has  been  given. 

I  sincerely  believe  that  those  acquainted  with  the  situation  of  the 
project  in  this  district  =>t  the  end  of  one  year's  operation  will  feel 
that  I  have  kept  faith  with  the  librarians  in  trying  to  put  over  the 
rural  library  plan.

STATE  ADULT  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE 

The  Adult  Education  Board  of  the  American  Library  Association 
suggests  these  reasons  why  a.  state  library  association  should  have  a 
committee  on  adult  education. 

First,  such  a.  committee  has  been  found  to  be  the  most  effective 


a^Toach  to  the  small  library  In  which  the  opportunities  for  adult 
education  are  great,  but  often  undeveloped. 

Second,  the  need  for  cooperative  schemes  in  adult  education  work 
in  libraries  is  increasingly  apparent.   The  small  library  can  not  hope 
to  serve  its  community  adequately  unless  it  can  draw  upon  resources  in 
addition  to  its  own.   The  state  adult  education  committee  can  help  to 
promote  such  cooperative  schemes  as  the  pooling  of  resources  among 
neighboring  communities. 

Third,  the  state  adult  education  committee  is  expected  to  create 
as  "'ell  as  promote  ne^r  developments.   The  Adult  Education  Board  of 
the  American  Library  Association  feels  that  the  adult  education  move- 
ment 'i-ould  spread  rapidly  in  America  if  a  few  times  every  year  in 
each  state  a  committee  of  from  six  to  twenty  of  the  librarians  most 
interested  in  adult  education  would  meet  for  informal  discussion  to 
create  more  efficient  methods  of  carrying  out  their  work.   For  more 
efficient  action  the  committee  could  designate  subcommittees  of  from 
three  to  five  to  carry  out  special  phases  of  the  work. 

Once  the  committee  is  formed  here  are  a  few  of  the  specific  things 
that  it  can  do. 

It  can  promote  institutes  where  librarians  from  small  communities 

may  come  for  the  interpretation  of  the  adult  education  movement. 
It  can  arrange  exhibits  at  state  meetings  to  display  and  distribute 
adult  education  literature  and  to  show  the  effective  work  of 
the  library  in  this  field. 
It  can  set  un  consultation  services  at  state  meetings  where  librari- 
ans may  interview  members  of  the  state  adult  education  committee. 
It  can  arrange  for  the  publication  of  articles  which  contain  tang- 
ible suggestions  for  the  promotion  of  the  work. 
It  can  publicize  the  idea  of  the  library  as  an  agency  for  adult 

education. 
It  can  set  up  and  promote  among  librarians  the  wide  use  of  a  lend- 
ing collection  of  professional  literature. 
It  can  stress  the  value  of  a  traveling  adult  education  specialist. 
It  can  negotiate  cooperative  schemes  which  '-'ill  materially  increase 

the  resources  of  the  cooperating  libraries. 
Should  federal  aid  to  education  become  a  reality,  the  committee  can 
be  alert  to  see  that  the  library  is  included  in  grants  made  to 
adult  education  agencies. 
Finally,  the  state  adult  education  committee  can  help  the  local 
library  in  forming  adult  education  programs.

CLASSIFICATION  AND  PAY  PLANS 

Since  the  selection  and  retention  of  efficient  courteous  personnel 
is  of  primary  importance  to  the  library  administration  and  to  the 
citizens  who  use  the  library,  it  is  essential  that  professional  workers 
be _ given  definite  information  as  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  in 
this  field,  the  minimum  qualifications,  and  the  promotional  opportuni- 
ties.  To  meet  this  need  for  definite  information  and  uniform  stand- 
ards, the  ALA  Board  on  Salaries,  Staff,  and  Tenure  has  drawn  up  Clas- 
sification and  Pay  Plans  for  Municipal  Public  Libraries. 

Perhaps  a  brief  outline  will  refresh  our  memories  as  to  what  these 
plans  cover.   They  are  divided  into  three  main  sections:  First,  Classes 
of  municipal  public  libraries,  branches,  departments,  and  divisions; 
second,  standards  of  education,  experience,  and  pay  for  personnel 
grades;  and  third,  personnel  specifications  for  public  libraries. 

Under  classes  of  libraries  eleven  classes  have  been  set  up.   Score 
cards  have  been  prepared  for  each  class  bv  which  the  individual  li- 
brary may  measure  itself. 

Under  standards  of  education,  experience,  and  pay  the  ^oard  has  set 
un  grades  for  professional,  subprof essional,  and  clerical  services. 
Three  statements  are  given  under  each  grade;  First,  minimum  qualifica- 
tions including  requirements  for  education  and  exnerience;  second, 
recommended  compensation;  and  third,  typical  positions. 

Under  Personnel  specifications  for  library  positions,  each  specif- 
ication includes  a  definition  of  the  class  of  position,  examples  of 
typical  tasks,  and  minimum  qualf ications  and  condensation. 

The  Board  has  drawn  up  Classification  and  Pay  Plans  for  Municipal 
Public  Libraries  with  the  idea  that  each  state  would  use  these  plaps 
r,i-^rS1^     d5'a,!,lne  UP  its  own  classification  and  pay  plans  and 
_^{leatlon  scnfne.   It  is  in  the  adaptation  of  these  plans  to  meet 
conditions  in  one's  own  community  that  the  real  value  lies.

QUESTIONS  and  ANSWERS 


In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Discussion  Page  instituted  by  the  joint  sponsors  of 
the  September  issue  of  the  M.  S.  L.  A.  Bulletin  has  mot  with  most  favorable  comments, 
the  scarcity  of  the  replies  would  seem  to  indicate  that  wo  librarians  are 
chronically  immorsed  in  the  sea  of  our  own  immediate  duties.   Can't  we  come  up  long 
enough  to  send  a  helpful  answer  to  theso  SOS  calls  occasionally? 


So  far,  no  suggestions  have  been  received  in  regard  to  tho  text-book  situation  in 
Montana  high  schools.   Will  some  high  school  librarian  please  suggest  a  workable 


plan?  This  neede 


an  answer. 


Perhaps  librarians  hesitate  to  attempt  to  evaluate  the  M.  E.  A.  and  the  M.  S.  L.  A. 
because  neither  of  these  useful  organizations  must  be  open  to  the  least  suspicion 
of  competition  or  jealousy.  Each  covers  its  own  field.   Since  the  work  of  a  high 
school  librarian  is  akin  to  that  of  the  teacher  as  well  as  the  librarian,  should  she 
not  derive  benefits  from  both  organizations?  Further  discussion  is  invited  upon 
this  question. 


No  one  suggests  a  possible  solution  for  the  problem  of  abandoned  NYA  or  PWA  nucleus 
libraries.  Would  it  not  seem  fair  as  well  as  feasible  to  arrange  for  their 
absorption  by  the  library  which  serves  the  community  from  which  the  books  originally 
came?   "R.S.V.P." 


Great  Falls  reports  a  rental  collection  for  new  books,  with  ten  cents  charged  per 
week.  It  is  partially  self-supporting.  Many  duplicates  are  purchased.. .. .Helena 
uses  tho  rental  system  for  all  now  fiction,  charging  ten  cents  per  week.  The 

collection  is  self-supporting,  and  it  is  a  duplicate  collection Big  Horn  County 

Library  has  a  rental  collection  for  a  few  of  the  latest  fiction  only.  Charge  is 
ton  cents  per  v/eok.   In  case  of  a  large  book  (e.g.  "Wild  Goose  Calling")  the  time 

is  extended  to  two  weeks,  but  the  charge  is  still  ton  cents Livingston  Public 

Library  has  a  rental  shelf  for  new  books,  charging  five  cents  per  week.  Each  book 
is  placed  on  the  open  shelf  when  it  has  paid  for  itself,  or  after  six  months  in 
any  case.  No  duplicates  are  on  tho  open  shelf  as  long  as  a  book  remains  on  the 
rental  shelf,  but  wo  often  have  duplicates  on  the  pay  shelf.

book Big  Horn  County  Library  roports  a  cost  of  7a-  cents  per  book.  Livingston 

reports  6^-  cents  per  book.   (Tho  fact  that  Park  County  High  School  is  only  now 
organizing  a  library  probably  accounts  for  large  circulation,  which  in  turn  brings 
down  tho  cost  of  distribution  per  book.  Another  year  will  probably  make  a 
difference  hero. 


ANOTHER  QUESTION: 

Give  best  solution  for  the  following  situation*  When  subversive  literature  is

(a)  Place  it  on  display  with  other  gift  literature,  with  no  attempt  at 
censorship?

(c)  Throw  the  questionable  matorial  into  tho  waste-basket  with  no  comment? 


What  about  contest  fans?  Do  they  take  up  too  much  library  time,  or  does  the 
opportunity  to  teach  the  use  of  library  tools  and  the  favorable  library  publicity 
they  bring  offset  the  disadvantages? 


SUGGESTIONS 

Among  the  library  notes  in  various  local  papers,  the  following  have  intrigued  us: 

A  library  offers  the  services  of  any  staff-member  to  address  various 
organizations  on  any  subject  connocted  with  libraries  or  books. 

A  library  has  a  special  collection  of  pre-primers  for  tho  use  of  the 
beginning  first  grade  pupils. 

A  library  cooperates  with  various  organizations  in  tho  making  of  special 
lists  of  books  to  bo  found  in  tho  local  library  on  certain  special  subjects. 

After  a  library  has  gathered  a  large  collection  of  valuable  materials  for 
use  in  a  local  culture  club  the  librarian  offers  to  make  typed  copies  of 
the  finished  address,  if  the  library  may  file  one  copy  in  the  archives. 

A  high  school  library  specializes  in  "remedial  reading"  by  placing  on  its 
shelves  books  of  the  "T-Model  Tommy"  type  and  reports  that  a  large 
percentage  of  boys  are  becoming  library-minded. 

One  variation  of  the  usual  observance  of  Book  Week  proved  unusually  success- 
ful in  the  Livingston  Public  Library.  One  contest  carried  on  in  the  juvenile 
department  stressed  the  care  of  books  as  well  as  their  use.  Tho  Woman's  Club 
cooperated  by  offering  prizes  for  the  book  mark  with  tho  best  original  design 
and  sot  of  rules  for  tho  care  of  books.  Two  prizes  were  given  in  each  grade 
from  the  fifth  grado  through  tho  eighth.  The  library  is  having  book  marks 
made  from  one  of  the  prize  winning  designs. 

The  Soap-carving  exhibit  sponsored  by  tho  National  Soap  Sculpture  Committee 
at  80  East  11th  Street,  Now  York,  is  a  very  attractive  work  of  art  furnished 
to  libraries  and  schools  upon  request.  The  sponsors  of  the  exhibit  offer  to 
pay  the  express  both  ways.  Livingston  patrons  were  much  pleased  with  the 
exhibit  when  shown  at  the  Library  in  connection  with  tho  soap-carving  done 
by  pupils  of  tho  local  schools. 

Why  not  exchange  mystery-fiction  with  a  neighboring  library?  Sinco  shelf- list 
and  catalog  cards  may  be  exchanged  with  the  books,  each  library  would  receive 
new  reading  material  at  no  extra  cost. 

Have  you  triod  using  a  projector  to  enlarge  small  pictures  into  poster  size? 
It's  a  timo-saver.

2.  Libraries  and  Democracy  -  The  Adult  Education  Board  is  carrying  out  a  program  to 
help  libraries  meet  today's  challenge  for  education  in  the  meaning  of  democracy, 
and  urges  a  continuance  in  state  meetings  of  the  discussion  on  the  part  the 
library  plays  in  advancing  an  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  democratic 
way  of  life. 

3.  Adult  Education  -  The  Adult  Education  Board  is  cooperating  with  state  associations 
which  are  interested  in  tho  subject. 

4.  Federal  Aid  -  Tho  Harrison-Thomas  Bill  S.  I305  would  provide  federal  aid  to 
education  including  libraries  and  may  be  brought  up  in  January  1941.  It  is 
urged  that  public  interest  in  this  Bill  be  kept  alive. 

5.  State  Library  Leadership  -  Correlation  of  plans  and  united  action  are  called  for 
on  tho  part  of  state  library  extension  agencies,  state  library  associations, 
school,  collego,  universities,  and  public  libraries. 

6.  Classification  and  Pay  Plans  for  Municipal  Public  Libraries  -  Each  library  and 
each  state  library  association  should  prepare  and  adopt  classification  and  pay 
plans  to  meet  its  own  particular  needs.  These  plans  may  be  adopted  from  the 
model  accepted  by  the  A.  L.  A.  Council  in  1938,  copies  of  which  are  for  sale 
by  Headquarters. 

7.  Personnel  -  The  A.  L.  A.  Board  on  Salaries,  Staff  and  Tenure,  is  working  to  ad- 
vance security  of  tenure,  favorable  working  conditions  and  adequate  salaries, 
and  urges  serious  consideration  of  these  and  other  phases  of  personnel  throughout 
the  year. 

8.  Recruiting  -  Librarians  in  service  aro  asked  for  active  assistance  in  keeping 
on  the  look  out  for  a  few  young  people  of  desirable  personal  qualifications  and 
superior  ability,  with  a  view  toward  interesting  them  in  library  work.  Selective 
recruiting  is  the  responsibility  of  all  librarians. 

9.  Certification  -  Every  State  Association  can  promote  the  recognition  of  librarian- 
ship  as  a  profession  and  assure  the  participation  of  the  library  in  the  cultural, 
educational,  social  and  economic  life  of  the  community. 

10.  Scholarships  and  Loan  Funds  -  State  Associations  could  help  to  improve  library 
personnel  by  providing  scholarships  for  librarians  in  service  and  for  promising 
young  candidates  to  attend  library  school. 

11.  In-service  Training  -  Sponsoring  in-service  training  is  a  deserving  activity 
for  libraries. 

12.  School  Libraries  -  Some  States  are  coordinating  the  work  of  state  library  and 
education  associations  through  interlocking  officers  and  jointly  sponsored 
programs. 

13-  Audio-visual  Materials  -  Many  associations  are  giving  this  subject  program 

consideration  and  committee  study  because  of  the  importance  of  the  relation  of 
newer  types  of  audio-visual  materials  to  other  library  materials. 

14.  State  Aid  -  The  Library  Extension  Board  and  the  Board  on  Library  Service  to 

Children  and  Young  People  are  emphasizing  the  value  of  state  grants  to  strengthen 
existing  libraries  and  to  develop  complete  state-wide  library  service. 

!5.  Large  Unit  Public  Libraries  -  Each  state  should  have  a  system  of  public  libraries 
available  for  all  its  population.  For  those  states  which  still  need  legislation 
to  achieve  the  above  results  the  Library  Extension  Board's  "Regional  or  District 
Libraries,"  published  in  1938,  with  a  supplement  giving  laws  passed  in  1939, 
will  be  helpful. 

1°*  Trustee  and  Citizen  Participation  -  Twenty-nine  states  have  organizations 

representing  library  trustees  or  citizens  in  general,  or  both,  which  work  toward 
active  cooperation  in  library  development.   Literature  regarding  this  activity 
is  available  from  A.  L.  A.  Headquarters. 

17  •  Libraries  and  the  National  Defense  Program  -  Libraries  are  immediately  concerned 
with  the  giving  of  service  in  relation  to  the  soldiers  and  sailors,  to  industrial 
preparedness,  and  to  the  problems  of  democracy.  V/atch  the  American  Library 
Association  Bulletin  for  news  of  latest  developments  along  these  lines. 


18.  The  Thite  House  Conference  on  Children  in  a  Democracy  -  School  and  public 
library  groups  are  cooperating  with  other  state  groups  to  find  immediate  and 
effective  ways  of  achieving  the  conference  objectives. 

19.  Evaluating  Library  '."ork  with  Children  -  The  need  for  re-evaluating  library 
service  to  children,  for  rethinking  and  restating  its  purposes,  is  being 
stressed  by  the  Board  on  Library  Service  to  Children  and  Young  People. 
(Note:  The  President  of  the  M.  S.  L.  A.,  would  welcome  any  comments  or 

expression  of  interest  in  any  of  the  above  topics,  with  a  view  towards 
further  discussion  at  the  June  meeting.) 

Every  Library  should  have  a  copy  of  the  revised  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the 
American  Library  Association.  This  will  be  finally  acted  upon  in  June  1941. 


Essae  M.  Culver,  President  of  the  American  Library  Association,  says  "There  appear 
to  be  at  least  four  jobs  for  libraries:  To  provide  normal  library  service;  aid  in 
vocational  and  professional  training  for  national  defense;  help  people  to  under- 
stand the  meaning  of  events;  and  strengthen  our  rolations  with  Latin  America.  Vital 
contributions  to  national  preparedness  and  unity  can  be  made  only  if  those  jobs  can 
be  well  done." 

The  latest  advices  from  Washington,  D.  C.  rogarding  the  campaign  for  Federal  Aid 
would  seem  to  indicate  small  chance  for  the  Harrison-Thomas  Bill  being  pushed  in 
the  present  Congress.  Emphasis  on  national  defense  measures  opens  up  new 
opportunities  for  emergency  federal  aid  for  libraries  through  interpretations  or 
rulings  that  books  be  included  as  equipment  (e.g.  for  vocational  training).  The 
Fedoral  Relations  Committee  is  watching  for  those  opportunities,  though  its 
ultimate  objective  is  permanent  federal  aid.  Each  librarian  can  get  in  touch  with 
members  of  Congross,  stressing  the  importance  of  libraries  in  the  national  emergency 
with  respect  (a)  to  vocational  education  for  industrial  mobilization,  (b)  to  serving 
as  a  center  of  information  on  public  quostions,  and  (c)  to  the  situation  in  the 
state  as  to  the  number  of  rural  pooplo  without  library  service. 

The  A.  L.  A.  has  requested  that  the  work  of  the  Jury  on  Citations  be  given  all 
possible  publicity,  and  that  the  following  notice  be  published  in  this  issue  of 
the  M.  S.  L.  A.  Bulletin:

Miss  Winnifred  Feighner,  Chairman  of  the  Certification  Committee,  reports  the 
completion  of  the  proposed  Certification  Bill.  This  is  in  tho  form  of  a  proposed 
amendment  to  tho  existing  Code  which  fixos  the  duties  of  the  State  Library 
Extension  Board.   It  also  provides  for  moro  members  on  the  Board. 


The  dates  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  M.  S.  L.  A.,  to  be  held  in  Miles  City, 
have  been  tentatively  fixod  for  early  June.  The  noxt  issue  of  tho  Bulletin  will 
carry  the  final  announcement. 


Miss  Ruth  A.  Eismann,  Librarian  of  tho  Northern  Montana  College,  Havre , 
Montana,  will  publish  the  next  edition  of  the  M.  S.  L.  A.  Bulletin  in 
January  1941.   Please  send  your  next  communications  to  her,  thus  3aving 
her  the  expense  of  sending  out  requests  for  information. 

It  seams  to  us,  unofficially  speaking,  that  the  Bulletin  should  reach 
all  members  of  the  library  profession  in  the  state.  '7o  are,  therefore, 
mailing  a  copy  to  each  person  named  in  the  Library  Directory.  If  any 
others  would  like  a  copy,  there  will  be  a  few  extra  copies  available. 
It  may  be  that  the  fact  of  receiving  a  copy  of  the  official  organ  of  our 
association  will  foster  a  greater  interest  in  tho  M.  S.  L.  A.,  ---  and 
may  even  result  in  an  added  paid  membership. 


Tho  Livingston  Public  Library  has  sponsored  this 
issue  of  the  Montana  State  Library  Association 
Bulletin. 
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Once  again  the  Montana  State  Library  Association  is  going  before  the 
legislature  to  ask  for  the  passage  of  some  library  legislation:  an 
appropriation  for  the  Montana  State  Library  Extension  Commission,  and 
a  change  in  the  Commission  law  increasing  its  membership  to  give 
representation  to  public  ana  county  librarians,  and  define  its  powers 
of  certification. 

Those  bills  can  become  law  only  if  our  representatives  and  senators 
can  be  convinced  that  Montana  people  want  them. 

Librarians  must  support  them  if  they  are  to  obtain  state  leadership 
through  an  active  Commission,  and  certification  to  raise  the 
standards  of  our  profession  ^nd  protect  qualified  workers  in  their 
positions.   The  bills  may  not  be  perfect.   Perhaps  all  legislation 
is  a  compromise.  But  much  thought  and  work  has  gone  into  the  making 
of  them.   They  have  been  read  by  competent  legal  authority.   The 
Certification  Committee,  members  of  the  Planning  Committee,  members 
of  the  Commission,  ana  others  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  MSLA  feel 
that  these  bills  are  good.   Let's  give  them  100  per  cent  support! 

When  they  are  before  the  house,  the  senate,  or  in  committee  let  your 
legislators  know  that  you  want  them  passed. 

Get  other  interested  people  outs_.de  tne  profession  to  express  their 
views.   School  executives,  Club  members,  and  progressive  citizens 
can  do  much  by  writing  a  few  postcards.   Personal  messages  are  more 
effective  than  endorsements  from  organizations  -  even  though  these 
are  useful. 

Ana  as  a  matter  of  economy  let's  get  tnose  bills  passed  this  year  if 
possible  and  avoid  a  repetition  of  tills  work  and  expense.

tc  help  in  the  promotion  of  its  passage.

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REPORTS  ON  LEGISLATION 

House  3111  29 

House  3111  29  In  the  recent  session  of  the  Montana  State  Legislature  was 
introduced  by  Representatives  Dlllavou,  Hammond,  G-ebhardt,  Williams,  and 
Phelan.   It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  education,  of  which  Repre- 
sentative D.  F.  James  of  Liberty  County  Is  chairman.  Miss  Torgrlmson  of 
the  Choteau  County  Free  Library,  Miss  Fulmer  of  the  Parmly  Billings  Mem- 
orial Library,  Miss  bandborg  of  the  Helena  High  School  Library,  Mr*. 
Miller  of  the  Helena  Public  Library,  and  Miss  Mudd  of  Carroll  College  Li- 
brary were  given  the  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  committee  and  the 
sub-oommlttee  In  behalf  of  the  bill.   It  was  recommended  for  passage  with 
a  few  minor  changes,  end  passed  the  House  with  only  a  few  dissenting 
votes. 

In  the  Senate  It  met  swift  and  sudden  death  In  Committee  of  the  Whole  on 
a  voloe  vote.   Since  there  was  not  a  roll  call  vote  on  the  measure  It  Is 
Impossible  to  Bay  definitely  Just  how  many  votes  were  cast  In  favor  of 
It,  but  they  were  few.  The  death  sentence  was  decided  on  In  a  party 
caucus  on  a  previous  evening,  and  when  the  bill  was  brought  up  on  the 
floor  of  the  Senate  Its  disposal  was  a  matter  of  minutes.   Attempts  to 
have  the  measure  segregated  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  to  have  action  on  the  bill  deferred,  and  to  bring  It  up  for  recon- 
sideration, all  failed.  Senator  Keeley  of  Powell  was  one  of  the  leaders 
of  the  opposition  most  vocal  In  his  condemnation  of  the  measure  in  hie 
talk  with  the  librarians. 

We  are  not  downhearted  J  When  another  legislature  meets  I  confidently  ex- 
pect that  another  bill  will  be  introduced.  I  hope  I  am  right  in  believ- 
ing that  the  determination  of  the  Montana  State  Library  Association  to 
Improve  and  extend  library  service  In  this  state  does  not  die  so  easily. 
And  while  it  may  seem  thpt  much  of  our  time  and  effort  In  behalf  of  this 
legislation  was  wasted,  yet  we  have  learned  muoh  from  this  experience, 
and  we  have  laid  a  foundation  on  which  we  can  continue  to  build  until 
another  legislature  meets  in  1943.

Association  failed  to  pass  the  Senate  because  of  an  adverse  committee 
report.   Slnoe  it  passed  the  House  with  an  almost  unanimous  vote  we 
seemed  Justified  In  hoping  for  Its  passage  in  the  Senate.   3ut  this  was 
not  to  be.  <7e  can  only  hope  for  another  attempt  in  1943,  with  more  fav- 
orable results.  I  wish  to  thank  my  committee  members  Mrs.  3urlingarae 
and  Miss  Torgrlmson  for  their  continued  cooperation  and  help  in  framing 
the  bill.   It  was  necessary  to  meet  in  Helena,  early  In  September  and  it 
was  Indeed  splendid  of  both  of  them  to  spend  the  money  and  time  to  come 
,there.   Since  other  meetings  of  the  committee  or  of  those  Interested  were 
impossible  the  work  was  carried  on  to  completion  with  the  aid  of  the 
Montana  State  College  Library  staff  offering  advice  and  help  to  Mrs.  Bur- 
lingame  In  Bozeman,  and  with  the  help  of  Miss  Campbell  and  Miss  Ford  In* 
Missoula,  also  with  the  much  helpful  advloe  coming  from  Miss  Fulmer  of 
Billings.   All  of  these  librarians  gave  much  time,  Interest  and  construc- 
tion criticism,  contributing  therefore  to  the  content  of  the  bill  as  it 
appeared  in  final  form.   In  fact  every  librarian  in  the  state  was  involved 
In  the  matter  and  I  am  sure  much  credit  is  due  each  one.  The  Helena 
librarians  being  in  the  "heart  of  the  matter"  as  it  were,  are  always  in- 
volved to  a  great  degree  in  the  responsibilities  which  are  pushed  upon 
them.  Tnelr  help  therefore  is  continually  counted  upon  and  they  deserve 
a  speoial  "thank  you."

REPORTS  ON  LI3RARY  ACTIVITIES 

BIG  HORN  COUNTY  LIBRARY 

72,403  hooks  were  loaned  by  Big  Horn  County  Library  and  Its  three 
branches  In  1940.   This  Is  a  gain  of  25,557  over  1939  when  46,846  books 
were  borrowed. 

Of  the  total  61,558  were  checked  from  the  library  in  Hardin  to  bor- 
rowers all  over  the  county  and  10,845  were  loaned  by  the  three  branches. 
We  use  the  A.L.A.  standard  in  counting  our  circulation. 

Our  library  celebrated  America  Month  in  various  ways.  An  article  was 
written  about  "America  Month"  by  the  librarian  and  printed  in  our  county 
paper.  A  number  patriotic  posters  were  hung  in  the  various  rooms  includ- 
ing framed  pictures  of  Lincoln  and  Washington  also  "Gettysburg*  address" 
in  Lincolns  own  hand  writing  which  is  also  framed.  Stories  on  Lincoln 
and  Washington  were  told  the  children  during  Story  Hour,  and  the  history 
of  the  flag  and  Flag  etiquette  were  given. 

Our  borrowers  cards  expire  when  they  have  not  been  used  for  3  years. 
We  try  to  withdraw  them  regularly. 

Our  new  Venetian  blinds  give  our  library  a  fresh  up-to-date  atmoa- 
phere.

FERGUS  COUNTY  HIGH  SCHOOL  LIBRARY 

How  are  the  high  school  libraries  handling  the  text*bt»k  situation? 
Text-books  in  the  Fergus  County  High  School  are  Issued  to  the  olass  room 
teachers  through  the  office,  and  not  by  the  librarian.   The  individual 
teachers  distribute  the  books  to  the  students,  collect  them  and  return 
them  to  the  office  for  storage  in  the  text-book  room.  Heretofore,  fines 
for  both  library  and  text-books  have  been  collected  from  deposits,  but 
they  will  probably  be  collected  In  the  future  by  wlth-holdlng  grades  till 
all  fines  are  paid. 

The  County  Circulating  Library  of  the  Fergus  County  High  School  has 
been  functioning  for  more  than  twenty  years.   Through  the  district 
schools,  it  distributes  books  to  both  children  and  grown-ups.   Any  teach- 
er in  the  county  may  take  out  as  many  as  three  dozen  books  at  a  time, 
and  keep  them  six  weeks  for  circulation  in  her  district.

Llnooln  County  Free  Library  at  Libby  1b  still  pegging  along  with  Its 
ups  and  downs  but  with  ell  enjoying  Its  existence  Immensely,  Last  fall 
when  the  Teacher's  Institute  for  the  county  teachers  was  held  In  Llbby 
we  held  an  Open  House  for  them  and  served  punch  and  wefers.  Even  a  few 
of  the  regular  patrons  came  In  at  the  opportune  hour  and  Joined  the  fes- 
tivity.  At  this  Institute  the  annual  reading  plan  was  launched  whereby 
students  eighth  grade  and  under  by  reading  so  many  books,  half  of  them 
from  a  preferred  list,  get  certificates  In  the  spring.  This  Is  a  very 
successful  and  popular  plan  In  this  county  end  receives  the  full  cooper- 
ation of  the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools, 

For  Book  Week  each  year  there  Is  an  annual  contest  of  some  kind;  post- 
ter,  poetry,  essay,  soap  carving  contests  have  been  In  the  past.   This 
year  the  student  could  make  any  character  or  thing  from  a  book  out  of 
wood.   It  was  a  "Friend  from  a  Book"  contest.  Over  two  hundred  entries 
were  turned  In  from  all  parts  of  the  county.   In  fact  the  Children's  room 
looked  like  Santa  Cleus'  toy  shop,   After  exhibiting  them  In  Llbby  the 
best  ones  were  alBO  shown  at  the  main  branches  and  schools. 

Each  Christmas  wo  decorpte  and  this  year  we  made  oathedral  shaped 
cedar  arches  for  the  children's  room  and  used  cedar  and  red  bows  on  win- 
dow ledges,  etc.  The  usual  Christmas  tree  was  the  center  of  attraction 
for  that  room.  Over  the  main  entrance  we  constructed  a  large  arch  cov- 
ered with  cedar  and  obligingly  hung  therefrom  a  piece  of  mistletoe  do- 
nated to  the  cause. 

At  present  the  exhibit  on  display  Is  one  of  Latin  American  flags.  We 
bought  one  of  the  sets  Bowker  sells  and  mounted  each  little  flag  on  a 
cardboard  6"  x  9"  with  a  drawn  map  of  the  country  and  area  and  population 
statistics.  There  is  also  a  large  map  of  the  United  States  and  its 
southern  neighbors  so  that  the  children  often  look  at  the  individual  maps 
and  then  find  the  country  In  the  large  one,

LINCOLN  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  LIBRARY  AT  LEWISTOWN 

Since  the  Lincoln  School  Is  organized  on  a  modified  platoon  plan  with 
two  sections  in  each  of  the  first  six  grades,  we  have  a.  full  time  li- 
brary teacher,  who  Is  also  a  home  room  teacher  for  one  of  the  first 
grades.  The  day  is  divided  into  twelve  periods,  a  different  group  coming 
to  the  library  each  twenty-six  minutes.   In  the  morning  a  few  rural 
children  use  the  library  for  free  reading. 

The  types  of  work  carried  on  in  each  grade  are,  briefly:   First  G-re.de, 
learning  to  handle  books,  looking  at  picture  books  and,  after  they  have 
learned  to  read,  reading  to  themselves.   Second  arade,  similar  to  first 
grade  but  with  more  Independent  reading.   Children  help  with  new  words, 
one  or  two  helping  each  day  as  the  others  read.  Third  Grade,  much  the 
seme  as  second  with  increasing  ability  of  children  to  read  for  their  own 
enjoyment.  Fourth  Grade,  In  addition  to  the  types  of  work  done  In  the 
previous  grades,  some  reference  reading  is  done,  and  the  children  read 
to  the  others  In  the  class  at  tlies.  Fifth  and  Sixth  Grades,  more  ref- 
erence work  Is  done  and  more  Independent  reading  for  enjoyment  as  well  ■ 
as  for  Information,  from  both  books  and  magazines. 

In  ell  grades  the  library-teacher  reads  stories  to  the  children,  more 
In  the  lower  grades  than  In  the  fifth  and  sixth.  These  may  be  purely  for 
Inspiration  eild  for  pleasure  or  to  correlate  with  the  units  of  work  of 
the  various  groups.  Bulletin  boards  and  a  small  museum  are  also  main- 
tained. 

Books  are  not  loaned  to  be  taken  home,  but  the  children  are  encour- 
aged to  borrow  books  from  the  near  by  Carnegie  Library.

Do  we  broaden  more  by  association  with  the  Coastal  states 
or  by  staying  within  our  own  domain?  What  are  train  oonneotlons  within 
thlB  region  as  compared  to  train  connections  with  the  coast?  We  belong 
to  the  P.  N.  L.  A*  but  Just  how  much  are  we  a  part  of  It?  How  many  of 
our  problems  are  handled  at  any  convention?  I  appreciate  there  Is  no 
solution  here,  Just  more  questions."    Dorothy  S.  Phelps 

From  the  same  source:  "We  have  been  having  little  looal  discussions 
on  hours  libraries  are  open  and  hours  of  staff  members.  We  work  42 
hours  a  week.  Whet  is  the  average  for  the  state  of  Montana7  We  close 
Sundays;  what  is  the  average  policy  in  the  state?  If  each  librarian 
would  write  this  information  to  the  next  editor  of  the  bulletin,  she 
could  do  the  averaging  and  answer  in  the  next  bulletin.  What  conclusions 
came  from  the  questionnaires  sent  out  by  Miss  Coss  at  Bozeraan?  We 
answer  many  such  questions  but  never  hear  the  results. n 

Regarding  contests  Miss  Fernald  says:  "Another  oontest  has  Just  closed 
and  I  want  to  answer  the  questions  asked  in  the  November  issue.  I  feel 
that  in  our  library  at  least,  it  brings  little  publicity,  very  little 
opportunity  to  teach  the  use  of  the  library,  and  the  wear  and  tear  on 
the  books  far  offsets  any  apparent  advantages." 

Another  librarian  says:   "Contest  fans  are  a  nuisance  but  without  a 
doubt  the  contestants  gain  a  lot  of  information  in  their  search." 

Anyway,  what  oan  we  do  about  it? 

ANSWERS 

In  answer  to  questions  propounded  in  the  January  issue  of  the  MSLA 
Bulletin  Miss  Dorothy  S*  Phelps,  Kallspell  Carnegie  Librarian  says: 

We  use  the  Gaylord  Charging  maohlne.  When  we  ohanged  our  system  we 
did  not  reissue  any  card  until  the  borrower  came  Into  the  library.  We 
did  not  have  complete  re-registration  for  five  years.   Then  we  purchased 
our  Remington  Rand  Kardex  files  for  our  borrowers1  register.  No  card 
was  ohanged  Into  this  active  file  until  the  borrower  presented  the  card 
to  the  desk.  We  plan  to  use  somewhat  the  same  system  three  years  hence. 
We  have  about  6,000  active  borrowers.  We  should  be  Interested  to  know 
how  other  libraries  handle  this  re-reglstratlon,  which  really  consumes  a 
large  amount  of  time. 

The  Lewlstown  Carnegie  Library  is  open  on  Sundays  for  reading  and  re- 
search from  2:30  to  5  during  the  school  year,  September  1  to  June  1. 
This  is  not  required  by  contract  but  is  optional  with  the  librarian. 

While  we  cannot  expeot  the  P.N.L.A.  to  dlsouss  our  looal  and  state 
problems  It  seems  to  one  librarian,  at  least,  that  we  do  get  some  prac- 
tical suggestions  by  attending  its  conferences,  not  to  speak  of  the  in- 
spiration received. 

As  to  the  train  connections,  two  railway  trunk  lines  connect  most 
Montana  cities  end  towns  with  the  coast  with  few  or  no  changes.   The  R.R. 
routes  to  the  south  are  not  so  direct.   How  about  going  by  plane? 

Mrs.  Christiansen  of  the  Big  Horn  County  Library  states  that  they 
withdraw  borrowers'  cards  if  they  are  not  in  use  for  three  years.  They 
try  to  do  this  at  regular  intervals.

The  31g  Horn  County  Library  had  a  display  of  Mrs.  Post's  lovely 
pictures  illustrating  La  Parge's  "As  Long  as  the  Grass  Shall  Grow"  which 
were  greatly  enjoyed  by  all  who  saw  them. 

The  recent  canvas  conduoted  by  the  WPA  for  old  books  In  the  Lewlstown 
Carnegie  Library  has  brought  to  our  consciousness  some  interesting  vol- 
umes which  have  been  stored  away  in  safe  places  and  seldom  remembered. 
One  such  Is  a  copy  of  a  "Geography  of  the  World  by  Way  of  Question  and 
Answer  Principally  Designed  for  Children  and  Common  Schools"  by  Nathan- 
iel Dwlght,  published  at  Northampton,  Mass.,  and  dated  May  12,  1795. 

Concerning  the  location  of  the  region  of  which  our  Treasure  State  Is 
a  part  it  says,  "Its  limits  north  and  west  are  not  perfectly  known,  and 
the  latitude  and  longitude  are  not  fully  ascertained."  Of  its  western 
boundary,  "It  Is  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  high  lands  called  'Shining 
Mountains'  which  divide  the  waters  between  the  Atlantic  end  Pacific 
Oceans  in  that  part  of  North  America."  Evidently  the  Rocky  Mountains 
had  not  yet  been  named.  Who  can  tell  when  and  bv  whom  they  were  so 
called? 

The  book  has  thin  wooden  backs  covered  with  paper,  literally 
"bound  in  boards."

An  all-time  high  in  the  number  of  books  circulated  in  one  month  was  sot 
in  March  when  Billings  readers  borrowed  16,200  books  from  the  Parmly  Billings 
Memorial  Library,  3372  more  books  than  were  borrowed  during  March  1940,   The 
largest  daily  circulation  was  March  8  with  1082  books  borrowed.   The  average 
daily  circulation  was  623  books,  A  check  of  books  most  in  demand  shows  the 
three  most  popular  fiction  favorites  to  be:   "For  Whom  the  Bell  Tolls",  "Oliver 
Wiswell",  and  "Sapphira  and  the  Slave  C-ferl",   Among  the  non-fiction  favorites 
weres   "Me in  Kampf",  "From  Many  Lands",  and  "As  I  Remember  Him", 

National  Boys  and  Girls  Week,  April  26  to  May  3,  was  observed  by  a  Spring 
Book  Parade  in  the  Parmly  Billings  Memorial  Library  Children's  Room.   0»e 
Hundred  and  five  new  books  for  children  were  on  display  throughout  the  week, 
all  to  go  £nto  circulation  on  the  last  day  of  the  event. 

The  staff  of  the  Parmly  Billings  Memorial  Library  has  been  officially 
organized  with  the  election  of  officers  being  hold  shortly  after  the  new  year. 
Miss  Dorothy  Huston,  Reference  Librarian,  was  elected  president,  Miss  Virginia 
Sanders,  Catalog  Librarian,  secretary  and  Miss  Olive  Brain,  Children's  Lib- 
rarian, treasurer.   The  meetings  are  held  the  second  Monday  of  every  morth  with 
a  program  varying  from  book  reviews  to  open  discussions  by  the  staff  members. 

Big  Timber  Carnegie  Library  -  Mrs.  Sarah  Fallang,  Librarian 

From  the  nroceods  derived  from  sponsoring  a  series  of  vanishing  teas, 
the  Senior  Woman's  Club  has  this  year  presented  the  library  with  nine  books 
of  current  fiction,  seven  non-fiction  and  two  juvenile  books.   This  is  the 
third  year  that  a  number  of  books  have  been  added  to  the  library  through 
this  source. 


Rocky  Mountain  Laboratory  -  Catherine  Baker,  Librarian 

We  are  pleased  to  announce  that  an  immediate  rosponse  followed  Hiss  Phelps' 

introduction  last  March  of  the  "new  librarian  at  the  Rocky  Mountain  Laboratory  . 
Hiss  Catherine  Baker  lias  written  that  she  is  interested  in  M.S.L.A.  and  will 
soon  be  a  member  of  the  group. 

Hiss  Baker  cones  to  Hamilton  from  Spokane  where  she  »ras  assistant  librarian 
at  both  Lo^vis  and  Clark,  and  North  Central  high  schools.   Previous  to  that  ser- 
vice she  vras  librarian  of  the  senior  high  school  in  Wenatoheo,  Washington,  and 
earlier,  librarian  of  -■'hitworth  College,  Spokane.   Her  education  was  obtained 
in  the  University  of  Idaho,  the  University  of  California  at  Berkeley  (with  a 
graduate  year  in  the  School  of  Librarianship) ,  the  University  of  Washington  (re- 
ceiving an  M.A.  degree  there  while  also  working  in  the  law  library),  with  sum- 
mers spent  on  various  campuses. 

Hiss  Baker  was  asked  for  a  brief  description  of  the  work  of  the  Laboratory 
and  her  interesting  reply  is  here  given:   "A  very  important  part  of  the  work 
is  the  indexing  of  current  periodicals,  since  it  is  essential  that  the  stall 
be  kept  informed  of  research  going  on  in  their  various  fields.   Primary  sub- 
jects of  interest  are  medical  entomology  and  virus  and  rickettsial  diseases. 
The  library  receives  about  150  serials,  which  are  examined  for  items  of  im- 
portance.  Reprints  of  scientific  papors,  of  which  we  have  between  three  and 
four  thousand,  form  an  essential  part  of  our  collection.   The  book  collection 
is  small,  but  growing  steadily  through  purchases.   About  twice  a  month,  the 
library  issues  its  own  "What's  New",  listing  papers  indexed,  new  books,  and 
bibliofilms.   Because  the  library  is  new,  we  find  microfilms  very  useful  for 
older  publications.  r'e  are  also  very  much  obligated  to  other  libraries  for 
their  generosity  in  lending  us  material  which  we  do  not  have.   Both  Montana 
State  University  and  Montana  State  College  have  been  very  kind  in  the  matter 
of  loans,  though  we  also  borrow  from  the  University  of  Oregon  Medical  School 
library,  the  University  of  California,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  library, 
and  others."

House  Bill  29  defining  the  members,  terms,  general  duties 
and  powers  of  the  State  Library  Extension  Commission  and  providing 
for  the  issue  of  professional  librarian's  certificates  passed  the 
House  but  failed  in  the  Senate.  The  bill  for  an  appropriation  for 
the  commission  was  dropped  since  there  seemed  to  be  no  chance  for  its 
passage.

"The  meeting  at  Miles  City  was 
good  because  everybody  helped  to 
make  it  so  and  similar  cooperation 
will  mean  a  large  degree  of  success 
for  us  in  the  program  we  have  set;

The  report  for  the  MSLA  ADULT  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE  was  given  by  Miss 
Fulmer,  Chairman.  The  Committee's  objectives  for  the  year  were  out- 
lined, namely,  to  increase  interest  in  understanding  of  the  library 
in  adult  education,  to  stimulate  and  advise  in  the  establishment  of 
adult  education  services  in  libraries  and  to  cooperate  with  the  ALA 
and  PNLA  adult  education  committees.  The  People's  Library  and  the  ALA 
Booklist  supplements  were  displayed. 

In  the  discussion  of  NATIONAL  DEFENSE  AND  THE  LIBRARY  Mrs.  Payson 
pointed  out  that  libraries  in  the  United  States  will  be  called  upon 
to  play  an  important  role  in  the  defense  program.  Through  technical 
and  vocational  books  libraries  have  an  opportunity  to  reach  individuals 
and  groups  not  ordinarily  library  minded.  On  libraries  also  falls  the 
responsibility  of  furnishing  books  on  the  democratic  way  of  life  and  on 
relations  with  Latin  America. 

AIMS  OF  THE  WPA  STATE-WIDE  LIBRARY  PROJECT  were  presented  by  Mr. 
Arnold  L.  Oleson,  Chief  Public  Activities  Section,  WPA.  These  aims 
are:  assistance  in  establishing  public  libraries;  repair  of  books; 
community  library  operation;  bookmobile.  Vera  Grazier,  Acting  Super*, 
visor,  WPA  State-wide  Library  Project  gave  figures  and  descriptions 
of  the  work  in  the  four  counties  where  the  bookmobile  is  operating. 

On  the  NEW  BOOKS  ROUND  TABLE  conducted  by  Mrs.  Benson,  Miss 
Campbell  presented  the  plan  for  a  browsing  room  at  Montana  State  Uni- 
versity Library.  Miss  Huston  discussed  a  selected  group  of  new  refer- 
ence books  and  Mrs.  Benson  covered  current  books  of  general  interest. 


IN  THE  CONCLUDING  BUSINESS  OF  THE  FIRST  DAY'S  MEETING  Miss  Campbell 
suggested  that  since  the  Association  is  a  small  group  that  the  plan- 
ning committee  be  discontinued  and  that  the  officers  act  as  an  execut- 
ive council  with  the  authority  to  appoint  legislative  committees  when 
necessary.  This  motion  was  carried.  Miss  Ford  stated  that  it  is  pos- 
sible to  interpret  the  State  Library  Extension  Commission  law  to  allow 
the  Commission  to  assume  certification  duties  and  suggested  that  the 
Commission  be  authorized  to  continue  the  voluntary  certification  pro- 
ject and  issue  certificates  and  that  the  Association  put  aside  further 
attempts  to  secure  a  certification  law  until  the  existing  SLEC  law  is 
revised,  its  membership  enlarged,  and  an  appropriation  secured  for  its 
operation.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  study  certification  laws  and  forms  of  voluntary  certification  in 
other  states  and  to  present  this  plan  to  SLEC  with  the  request  from 
the  MSLA  that  the  Commission  proceed  with  voluntary  certification. 
Miss  Main  appointed  the  following  certification  committee:  Miss  Ford, 
Chairman,  Miss  Fulmer  and  Mrs.  Falkner.

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  Association 
honor  directory  bills  to  the  amount  of  #15.00  plus  the  mailing  costs 
of  copies  provided  for  the  secretary,  historian,  ALA,  PNLA,  a  marked 
copy  for  the  mailing  list  of  the  Bulletin  and  the  Directory  compiler, 

THE  NEED  FOR  STATE-WIDE  LIBRARY  PUBLICITY  and  each  librarian's  re- 
sponsibility for  library  publicity  in  her  own  community  was  discussed.

AROUND  THE  STATE 

Kalispell  City  Library:   Kalispell  is  to  be  the  hostess  city  for  the  Montana 
Library  Association  in  May  1942.  Miss  Phelps  writes  to  urge  that  everyone 
start  making  plans  for  attendance  there  and  she  states  that  suggestions  will 
be  gratefully  received. 

The  City  Library  starts  its  fall  season  with  a  substantial 
increase  in  circulation,  figures  for  September  1940  being  6000  plus  while 
those  for  September  1941  are  7000  plus.   The  average  is  280  plus  for  every 
working  day. 

Patricia  Gibbons  gives  a  radio  program  each  Saturday 
afternoon  which  is  designed  for  the  juvenile  readers  and  their  parents.  Miss 
Phelps  reports  a  response  that  indicates  the  plan  to  be  a  successful  one. 
This  library  has  a  new  checking  desk  (Gaylord  -  four  section,  with  rounded 
corners)  which  speeds  up  service  and  adds  to  the  appearance  of  the  room, 
making  the  library  look  larger  because  the  desk  is  so  compact.  Atwater's 
new  book,  "Flaming  Forest"  was  a  recent  gift  -  the  author  is  a  Glacier  County 
resident.  The  juvenile  room  is  brightened  by  decoration  around  the  top 
shelves  of  a  series  of  book  jackets. 

Great  Falls  Public  Library:   Miss  Fernald  spent  part  of  her  vacation  this 
summer  in  visiting  her  old  library  in  Rochester,  Minnesota.  She  reports  a 
beautiful  new  building,  the  basement  of  which  is  used  by  the  Olmstead  County 
Historical  Society  as  a  Museum. 

Miss  Josephine  Trigg  was  honored  at  the  annual  public 
relations  dinner  of  the  Business  and  Professional  Women's  Club  on  October 
7th.  Miss  Trigg  spoke  on  the  subject,  "The  library,  a  school  for  democracy." 

Northern  Montana  College,  Havre :   Miss  Ruth  A.  Eismann  writes  that  her  library 
was  remodelled  during  the  summer  so  that  she  now  has  a  periodical  and  refer- 
ence room  in  addition  to  the  general  reading  room,  and  a  new  office.  She 
will  welcome  news  for  the  next  bulletin. 


Havre  Public  Library:  Mrs.  Benson  reports  that  she  and  Miss  Crouch,  School 
of  Mines  Library,  attended  A.L.A.  Miss  Geiger  of  the  Missoula  High  School 
Library  was  also  there. 

Carol  Linebarger  who  worked  in  the  Havre  Public  Library 
for  a  number  of  years,  while  attending  high  school  and  college,  is  attending 
Montana  State  University,  and  is  employed  in  the  Library  as  a  student 
assistant. 

Flathead  County  High  School,  Kalispell:   Mrs.  Mildred  H.  Grawe  reports:   "Up 
to  date  we  have  given  library  instruction  to  five  Freshman  classes.   This 
fall  we  added  a  new  set  of  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica.  We  are  proud  to  own 
a  new  display  truck  to  be  used  in  the  reading  room.   We  plan  to  use  it  for 
special  book  displays,"  Mildred  Grawe  also  adds  her  plea  for  suggestions  for 
the  Ms LA  program  so  Kalispell  will  be  all  ready  for  the  convention  there  next 
May. 

Montana  State  College  Library,  Bozeman:  In  June  all  the  author  cards  in  the 
catalog  were  "pulled"  for  photographing  by  workers  in  charge  of  Miss  Clara 
Kelly  of  the  University  of  Washington  Library.

Not  only  will  she 
be  missed  in  her  own  community  but  also  by  her  colleagues  in  the  library  pro- 
fession who  will  remember  her  always  for  her  enthusiasmt  and  for  her  untiring 
efforts  and  interest  in  library  service. 

Miss  Main  is  succeeded  by  Corinne  Bonde  who  has  completed  the  work  in 
Library  Economy  at  Montana  State  University.  Miss  Bonde  was  an  assistant  in 
the  Carnegie  Library  at  Kalispell  before  she  enrolled  in  the  University  and 
has  therefore  had  experience  in  this  branch  of  library  work.  She  was  also 
employed  for  a  time  in  the  Languille  Bindery  at  Spokane,  Washington.  She  was 
in  charge  of  mending  while  at  the  University,  and  also  served  as  a  full-time 
student  assistant.

American  Library  Association  Conference  Notes 

Miss  Guinevere  E.  Crouch,  Librarian  of  the  Montana  School  of  Mines, 
who  attended  the  A.  L.  A.  meeting  in  Boston  last  June,  sends  us  the 
following  splendid  report: 

"The  setting  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Conference  in  Boston  with  its  historical 
landmarks,  if  nothing  more,  would  have  made  this  year's  conference 
an  outstanding  one.   Among  the  highlights  of  the  Convention  were  the 
speeches  at  the  general  sessions.   President  James  Bryant  Conant, 
Harvard  University  and  Charles  R.  Sanderson,  Toronto  Public  Library, 
spoke  at  the  second  general  session  held  in  Sever  Square  on  the 
Harvard  Campus.   A  buffet  luncheon  was  afterward  served  in  the  Harvard 
Yard. 

The  individual  section  meetings  were  very  worthwhile.   Those  which  I 
attended  were  mostly  in  the  collc.ee  and  university  library  fields. 
Mr.  Ford  K.  Brown  of  St.  John's  College,  Annapolis,  Md.,  gave  a  very 
interesting  talk  entitled,  "The  Battle  of  Books:  the  St.  John's 
Program."  Most  everyone  who  ro"d  the  article  in  Life,  perhaps  a  year 
and  d  half  ago,  has  been  interested  in  the  system  of  a  four-year 
liberal  arts  course  enntercd  around  100  or  more  of  the  classics.   It 
is  a  new  development  in  higher  education  and  is  perhaps  still  very 


much  in  on  experimental  stage,  but  well  worth  watching. 

The  University  Libraries  Section  hud  a  very  informative  joint  meeting 
with  the  Committee  on  Photographic  Reproduction  of  Library  Materials 
in  which  a  number  of  illustrated  talks  were  given  on  microphoto- 
graphic  equipment  and  its  application  to  the  library  field.   Since 
the  acquiring  of  a  microfilm  reading  machine  here  at  the  Montana 
School  of  ..lines  Library,  we  have  been  able  to  secure  out-of-print 
references  which  we  lacked  and  have  found  it  to  be  very  inexpensive. 

A  meeting  of  Engineering  School  librarians,  held  at  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  was  particularly  interesting  to  me.   As  you 
know,  there  has  never  before  been  a  section  in  A.L.A.  for  librarians 
of  Engineering  Schools.   This  meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose  of 
gaining  an  expression  of  opinion  of  whether  or  not  there  was  a  need 
for  organizing  such  a  group.   It  wns  almost  unanimously  voted  in  the 
affirmative  by  those  present,  representing  various  colleges  and  univ- 
ersities over  the  country.   A  committee  was  appointed  for  further 
consideration  of  the  proposal.   It  is  true  that  the  problems  of  these 
librarians  differ  markedly  from  those  of  liberal  arts  college  and 
university  librarians,  and  while  their  work  lies  in  the  field  of tech- 
nology, their  particular  needs  are  not  well  met  by  the  A.L.A. 
Business  and  Technology  Section.   Tours  were  made  through  some  of  the 
technical  laboratories  of  the  Institute. 

There  were  numerous  other  meetings  that  would  have  been  particularly 
interesting  to  the  librarians  of  public  libraries.   The  schedule  of 
meetings  is  so  full  that  it  might  almost  be  called  the  one  collossal 
drawback  of  an  A.L.A.  Convention. 

One  other  M.  S.  L.  A.  member,  with  whom  it  was  my  pleasure  to  spend 
some  few  scattered  moments  bctweexi  meetings,  was  Mrs.  Smlyn  Benson 
of  Havre.   One  does  have;  to  take  time  off  to  eat  even  in  the  mad  rush 
of  a  convention,  anc:  so  we  visited  over  our  coffee  cups  at  a  break- 
fast and  a  lunch!   I  think  that  Mrs.  Benson  would  join  mo  in  saying 
that  this  year's  A.L.A.  Conference  was  exceedingly  worthwhile,  with 
enough  emphasis  upon  the  present  world  crisis  to  make  the  meeting 
timely  without  being  depressing. 

Pacific  Northwest  Library  Association  Notes 

Mrs.  Lois  B.  Pay son  of  Montana  State  College  Library,  Bozaman,  sent 
in  this  very  interesting  resume  of  the  Pro-Conference  Institute  on 
Adult  Education  which  preceded  the  P.  N.  L.  A.  sessions. 

"A  goodly  number  of  librarians  came  to  Victoria  early  for  the 
Institute  and  felt  fortunate  in  having  done  so  because  the  discussions 
which  developed  during  the  panel  discussion  were  most  interesting  and 
to  the  point. 

Miss  Alice  Frost,  reader's  advisor  of  the  Seattle  Public  Library, 
acted  as  chairman,  and  Dr.  Linden  Mander  of  the  Department  of  Poli- 
tical Science  in  the  University  of  Washington  led  the  discussion. 
Dr.  Mander  looks  to  the  Colleges  and  Universities  to  pervect  a  very 
active  and  workable  system  of  adult  education  which  will  reach  into 
the  smallest  communities,  interesting  poople  in  the  problems  and  res- 
ponsibilities of  democracy  through  discussioa  groups,  pragmas,  etc., 
conducted  by  members  of  university  faculties  ana  graduate  student 
groups.   The  libraries  of  each  state  must  implement  such  programs  and 
discussions  with  reading  and  publicity  material. 

Miss  Margaret  Clay  of  the  Victoria  Public  Library  told  of  her  library's 
work  with  citizen's  groups  in  the  city  and  its  environs  and  with  the 
military  units  which  have  made  a  need  fur  reading  materials  in  tech- 
nologic 3  3  well  as  recreational  fields  so  great  as  to  overtax  all  the 
resources  of  the  library. 

Miss  Helen  Johns  described  the  system  which  she  has  worked  out  at  the 
University  of  Washington  Library  for  interesting  students  in  addition- 
al reading  and  in  helping  them  with  their  reading  problems.

"Miss  Alice  Frost  spoke  of  the  counselling  service  at  the  Seattle 
Public,  using  the  case-method  to  illustrate  help  given  in  solving 
individual  needs  for  specialized  material.   A  difficulty  the  reader's 
advisor  is  sure  to  meet  is  that  of  the  maladjusted  borrower  who  should 
be  urged  to  consult  a  psychiatrist! 

Discussion  following  each  viewpoint  showed  how  keenly  interested 
progressive  librarians  are  in  this  field  of  adult  education,  and  how 
much  more  is  crying  to  be  don^  if  all  the  population  is  to  be  reached 
and  given  inspiration  in  the  ways  of  democracy.   Limited  staff, 
limited  funds,  limited  book  collections  are  barring  the  way,  but  an 
aggressive  program  rind  a  co-ordinating  of  plans  for  st^tob  or  regions, 
working  with  the  educational  systems,  will  clear  the  way  for  citizen's 
demands  for  these  services.   When  citizens  demand  services,  a  way  is 
usually  found  to  pay  for  thea.. " 

Miss  Kathleen  Campbell  of  Montana  State  University  at  Missoula,  who 
also  attended  the  P.N.L.A.  meeting,  writes  as  follows: 

"I  was  very  interested  in  one  phase  of  the  program,  and  that  was  the 
Bibliographic  Center.   The  Center  interests  me  tremendously  since  I 
was  in  the  Denver  Library  when  the  Bibliographical  Center  for  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Region  was  organized  and  I  saw  it  grow  to  a  real 
"service  library"  for  the  region.   I  think  that  the  Bibliographic 
Center  at  the  University  of  Washington,  toe,  can  become  a  regional 
library,  rendering  many  services  to  all  libraries  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest  Region  whether  public  or  college;  and  I  was  delighted  to 
learn  in  talking  with  various  librarians  at  the  conference  that 
there  was  a  good  deal  of  enthusiasm  on  their  part  in  seeing  this 
center  grow  into  a  regional  library." 

Around  the  State 

Montana  School  of  mines,  Bozeman:   The  trustees  of  the  Carnegie  Corp- 
oration of  Sow  York,  on  October  16,  1941,  appropriated  fcZ,000.00 
payable  in  three  equal  annual  installments,  to  Montana  School  of  Mines, 
for  development  of  its  library  through  purchase  of  books  for  general 
reading. 

Big  Horn  County  Library,  Hardin,  Montana:   Book  Week  proved  to  be  an 
exceedingly  ousy  "oho  "aT~our  library.   All  students  in  the  schools, 
both  high  school  and  grades  visited  us  during  the  week.   Each  class 
with  their  teacher  spent  an  hour  enjoying  the  many  attractive  new 
books  on  display  and  received  instruction  on  how  to  use  the  library. 
Many  adults  and  out  of  town  children  also  visited  during  the  week. 

A  Book  Week  Poster  Contest  sponsored  by  the  library  for  all  schools 
in  the  county  brought  in  many  interesting  posters  from  all  the  county. 
The  judges  gave  the  posters  from  Crow  Agency  School  first  place, 
Pryor  second  and  St  Xavier  third.   A  now  book  will  be  given  the  prize 
winners,  each  school  selecting  the  book  they  wish. 

Saturday,  November  8th,  was  Public  Library  Day.   We  had  a  short 
interesting  program  in  the  afternoon,  including  a  splendid  talk, 
"Forward  with  Books"  by  Miss  Edna  Tobias,  one  of  our  local  teachers. 
The  American  Legion  Aubiliary  served  tea  after  the  program.   The 
table  was  beautiful  with  lace  cloth,  red  and  white  flowers  and  blue 
candles.   The  tea  was  hele  on  the  main  floor  and  it  was  interesting 
how  effective  the  background  of  books  was  to  the  affair.   Nearly  100 
guests  from  over  the  county  were  served.   We  felt  it  a  very  successful 
day. 

We  alse  had  a  splendid  display  of  new  adult  books  in  the  window  of 
the  Montana  Power  Office  down  town  during  the  week-  It  being 
brilliantly  lighted  all  night,  people  enjoyed  inspecting  the  new 
books  at  night  as  well  as  by  day. 

One  of  the  rural  teachers  whoso  school  is  miles  out  of  t~jwn  brought 

all  her  students  to  the  library  one  day  during  Book  Week.   It  was  the 

first  tine  any  of  them  had  been  in  the  libr-ry  and,  needless  to  say, 
they  were  thrilled  with  everything. 


Havre,  Montana:   Mrs.  Emlyn  Benson,  Librr rian  of  the  Havre  Public 
Library  for  the  last  19  years  was  honored  by  the  Havre  Business  and 
Professional  Women's  Club  at  the  annual  public  affairs  dinner  held 
during  National  Business  Women's  Week.   Mrs.  Benson  was  presented  as 
one  of  the  earliest  business  and  professional  women  of  Havre.   She 
Came  to  Havre  first  in  1904  and  has  made  her  continuous  home  here 
since  the  close  of  the  first  world  war.   They  spoke  of  Mrs.  Benson 
as  one  who  has  taken  an  active  part  in  church  and  club  affairs  of 
both  city  and  state.   She  was  the  first  president  of  the  Havre  Women's 
Club  and  has  held  various  offices  since.   She  has  also  been  presi- 
dent of  the  Montana  Library  Association.

She  is  the  one  "/ho  makes  it  her  business  to  greet  new  people 
at  church,  to  say  a  friendly  word  to  new  teachers,  to  send  flowers 
and  cards  to  the  sick... and  to  make  a  thousand  and  one  friendly 
gestures  that  make  life  more  pleasant  for  others... one  who  in  her 
professional  capacity  looks  after  the  library  needs  of  Havre,  and 
makes  it  her  business  to  make  Havre  a  happier,  friendlier  place."

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MISSOULA  PUBLIC  LIBRARY,  MISSOULA:  On  January  1,  1942  the  Missoula  County 
Free  Library  marked  the  25th  anniversary  of  its  services  to  the  people  of 
Missoula  County.  It  is  the  only  county  library  in  the  state  that  operates 
under  a  contract  system  contracting  with  the  Missoula  Public  Library  for 
library  service  to  the  rural  people  of  the  county*  The  service  today  is 
provided  through  17  book  stations  and  all  the  19  rural  schools  of  the  county. 
Nearly  18,000  books  are  available  to  more  than  2,500  rural  borrowers  who  read, 
more  than  42,000  books  a  year. 

This  library  has  subscribed  to  the  Reader's  Digest  talking  book  for  the 
blind.  Twelve  blind  persons  in  Missoula  County  have  machines  for  reading  the 
talking  book. 

New  fluorescent  lights  have  been  installed  in  our  reading  room,  the  cat- 
aloging room,  above  the  charging  desk,  and  in  the  librarian's  office. 

CARNEGIE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY,  MILES  CITY:   The  Business  and  Professional  Women  of 
Miles  City  entertained  the  girls  of  the  Junior  Class  at  an  evening  meeting  on 
February  16.  Six  leading  professions  for  women  were  presented,  as  a  step  in 
vocational  guidance.  Mrs.  Sally  Falkner  of  the  Public  Library  discussed 
"Librarianship  as  a  Profession."  At  the  close  of  the  short  discussions  the 
meeting  divided  into  panels  where  each  girl  was  given  individual  attention. 

We  have  found  another  way  in  which  the  library  may  do  a  philanthropic 
service.  I  have  suggested  that  our  library  act  as  receiving  agent  for  can- 
celled stamps  which  are  to  be  forwarded  to  Queen's  Hospital  for  Children  in 
a  poor  district  of  London,  England.  The  largest  source  of  revenue  for  this 
hospital  is  from  the  sale  of  cancelled  stamps  from  which  dyes  are  extracted. 
Bruce  H.  Tipton,  of  Jordan,  has  been  doing  this  for  some  time.  Everyone  seems 
to  be  anxious  to  contribute  as  much  as  possible  at  this  time  and  this  is  some- 
thing with  which  everyone  can  help. 

BIG  HORN  COUNTY  LIBRARY,  HARDIN:   The  1941  report  of  the  Big  Horn  County  Lib- 
rary showed  the  largest  circulation  in  the  history  of  the  library.  80,765 
books  were  loaned,  an  increase  of  8,262  books  over  the  1940  record.  412  new 
borrowers  were  registered.   Beside  the  Hardin  Library  the  three  branches  at 
Crow  Agency,  Lodge  Grass  and  Wyola  are  reached  by  this  library  service. 

STILLVATER  COUNTY  LIBRARY,  COLUMBUS:   A  Friends  of  the  Library  group  was  or- 
ganized in  Columbus  on  January  22.   Assistance  in  the  Victory  Book  Campaign 
is  its  first  project.  Lack  of  space  prevents  the  inclusion  of  further  in- 
teresting details  of  its  organization.  This  may  be  obtained  from  Miss  Zoe 
Baur,  Librarian. 

MONTANA  STATE  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY,  MISSOULA:  The  Library  at  Montana  University 
will  serve  as  a  "Library  of  Information"  for  the  state  in  the  national  defense 
program  insofar  as  its  staff  and  budget  will  permit. 

Questions  relating  to  national  defense  and  the  economic  problems  arising 
from  the  crisis  will  be  answered;  material  relating  to  various  phases  of  nation- 
al defense  will  be  sent  to  schools  and  libraries  in  the  state  upon  request 
for  use  in  group  discussions,  or  for  individual  teachers  or  speakers;  bibliog- 
raphies will  be  prepared;  and  the  library  will  cooperate  in  every  way  possible 
with  civic  organizations,  women's  clubs,  and  other  groups  throughout  the  state 
which  are  working  toward  a  better  understanding  by  each  and  every  citizen  of 
the  purposes,  plans,  and  problems  of  the  defense  program. 
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MONTANA  ST..TE  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION 

Reraenber  the  meeting  et  Kalispell,  May  4  and  5.   The  main  topic  to  be 
discussed  is  that  of  the  libraries'  role  in  the  war  and  in  the  war  program 
and  the  peace,  social  and  economic  adjustments  to  follow  the  war.  We  shall 
hear  the  report  of  Hiss  Ford's  committee  on  certification.  Publicity  in 
Individual  Libraries  is  the  subject  for  a  round  table  discussion.  \le   plan 
to  have  an  able  speaker  discuss  libraries  and  adult  education  and  we  hope 
to  find  a  slace  for  discussion  of  bibliographies  and  information  centers 
for  materiel  to  answer  the  needs  of  our  reading  public  during  the  war  and 
whatever  problems  the  post-war  period  presents. 


We  are  very  fortunate  in  having  for  our  nert  issue  of  the  bulletin,  the 
March-April  issue,  a  paper  prepared  by  Dr.  Renne  on  the  subject  of  "Taxation' 
in  which  he  will  consider  such  phases  of  the  ouestion  a?  the  federal  gov- 
ernment's encroachment  on  local  revenues  (which  go  for  schools  and  libraries, 
etc.)the  p  st-war  tax  situation;  economic  conditions,  etc.  I.  am  sure  you 
will  find  this  article  of  special  interest  to  each  one  of  you.   Dr.  Renne 
has  just  returned  to  Montana  State  College  campus  after  spending  the  fall 
semester  on  the  campus  at  Cornell,  New  York.

LIBRARIES  AND  THE  WAR 

A  Statement  of  Library  Policy 
Adopted  by  the  Council  Of  The  American  Library  Association 

The  United  States  is  at  war*  The  country  requires  of  every  profession 
as  of  every  citizen,  the  utmost  intelligence,  realism  and  devotion. 

In  a  time  of  war  there  are  certain  duties  which  libraries  can  best  per- 
form. 

Every  library  must  organize  its  services  and  expenditures  without  delay 
to  meet  the  necessities  of  a  nation  at  war.  Each  library  activity  must  stand 
a  triple  scrutiny. 

Will  it  contribute  to  victory? 

Will  it  help  to  make  a  better  America? 

Will  it  help  to  make  a  better  world? 

Whatever  fails  to  meet  this  test  must  yield  to  thinps  more  urgent. 

More,  not  less,  will  be  expected  of  the  library.  It  must  meet  new  de- 
mands from  men,  women  and  children  who  are  thinking  about  and  working  for 
their  country's  welfare,  The  library  vail  require  better  facilities,  not 
poorer;  more  books,  not  fewer;  and  better  work  from  every  librarian. 

Library  budgets  should  be  protected.  Librarians  should  take  full  ad- 
vantage of  their  opportunities  for  patriotic  service  fend  thus  challenge  an 
understanding  public  support.  Economies  nust  be  achieved  not  by  reduction 
of  library  service  as  a  whole,  but  by  careful  selection  of  the  most  useful 
services  which  demand  emphasis,  and  by  higher  efficiency  in  operation. 

Officially  or  unofficially,  every  library  must  become  a  War  Infornation 
Center  in  which  are  currently  available  the  latest  facts,  reports,  direct- 
ories, regulations  and  instructions  for  public  use.  The  urgencies  of  war- 
time will  frequently  require  immediate  information  and  quick  decisions.   The 
library  must  therefore  step  up  the  tempo  of  its  service.   It  must  foresee  and 
prepare  to  meet  such  demands. 

The  library  must  supply  technics!  information  to  industrial  defense  work- 
ers end  students.   Treatises,  manuals  and  periodicals  must  be  given  opportun- 
ity— by  librarians — to  expedite  the  production  of  war  materials.  Engineers, 
inventors  and  designers  must  be  assisted — by  librarians — to  avoid  doing  over 
again  what  has  already  been  well  done  and  recorded.  Foremen  and  instructors 
must  be  aided — by  librarians — in  avoiding  slow  and  costly  ways  of  training 
apprentices  in  matters  that  nay  be  learned  quickly  from  the  printed  page. 

The  library  must  disseminate  authentic  information  and  sound  teachings 
in  the  fields  of  economics,  government,  history  and  international  relations. 
Because  this  is  a  war  between  democracy  and  totalitarianism,  it  is  a  conflict 
of  ideas,  theories  and  political  ideals  as  well  as  of  military  weapons.   Ignor- 
ance of  ideas,  as  of  facts,  nay  defeat  the  noblest  intentions.   The  people 
of  America,  and  not  their  soldiers  and  government  officials  alone,  will  make 
the  final  decision.   To  do  this  the  people  must  not  only  be  informed  concern- 
ing the  issues  but  nust  be  alert  to  their  significance  and  implications.   The 
library,  more  than  any  other  single  agency,  must  sid  then  in  this  proce's. 

The  library  must  ma ke  available  valid  interpretations  of  current  facts 
and  events.  Manipulations  of  the  truth  for  any  reason,  public  hysteria  or 
indifference,  over-confidence  or  despair  will  impair  the  national  war  effort. 
The  library  can  help  materially  to  combat  such  irrational  attitudes  by  pro- 
viding not  only  trust-worthy  facts  but  reasoned  interpretation.   Freedom  of 
Inquiry  is  one  of  the  basic  freedoms  which  the  American  people  are  again 
fighting  to  preserve,  With  such  minor  limitations  as  are  occasioned  by 
military  necessity,  librarians  will  protect  the  right  of  inquirers  to  find  in 
the  library  material  on  all  sides  of  controversial  questions. 

The  library  mutt  help  to  relieve  the  strain  of  war,  by  maintaining  its 
supply  of  recreational  re  ding,  for  men  and  women,  and  especially  for  child- 
ren. 

The  library  nust  help  and  suiport  postwar  planning.   Our  nation  now  has 
a  twofold  purpose — to  win  the  war  and  with  the  victory  to  he-lp  establish  a 
world  order  of  decency,  security  and  human  dignity.   Air  ady  some  of  the  best 
minds  in  the  country  are  dealing  with  postwar  problems — plans  for  employment. 
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security,  and  the  upbuilding  of  America;  the  basic  principles  of  international 
relations;  the  practical  implications  of  human  geography;  the  relations  of  the 
United  States  to  the  whole  world,  and  especially  to  the  other  Americas.   Ideas 
are  seething,  plfns  are  beginning  to  take  form.   Librarians  can  help  to  pre- 
pare the  American  people  for  wise  decisions  on  these  momentous  questions  by 
making  known  factual  information,  sound  ideas.,  and  rational  proposals. 


ADULT  EDUCATION 

The  encouraging  factor  in  the  midst  of  chaos  is  that  everywhere  people 
arc  planning  for  the  postwar  world.  Through  our  adult  education  program,  we 
as  librarians,  have  a  responsibility  to  take  a  definite  part  in  this  planning* 
Of  course,  we  want  to  help  with  civilian  defense  in  every  possible  way,  but 
just  as  import' nt  is  our  privilege  of  giving  to  people  the  books  that  will 
help  them  to  think  intelligently  and  plan  effectively  for  s  peace  that  must 
be  lasting  if  It  is  within  our  power  to  make  it  so.  A  book  that  every  library 
should  have  is  The  Education  of  Men  in  American  Democracy,  published  by  the 
Educational  Policies  Committee  of  the  National  Education  Association.   For 
excellent  pamphlets  that  will  help  to  meet  the  increased  demand  of  technical 
material  be  sure  to  check  the  list  of  technical  publications  of  the  United 
States  Government  given  in  the  The  Booklist,  December  15,  1941,  page  138. 
The  basic  and  technical  manuals  of  the  United  States  Department  of  War  are 
especially  good  and  v;ry  inexpensive.  An  excellent  suggestion  for  an  adult 
education  project  is  given  by  Eduard  C.  Lindeman  in  his  article,  Dum  Placem 
Peream,  which  was  published  in  The  Libra ry  Journal,  February  15,  1942,  page 
157.  Such  a  plan  could  be  sponsored  by  every  library  no  matter  what  its  size. 

We  hope  that  each  of  you  is  carrying  out  a  definite  adult  education  pro- 
gram even  though  you  are  busier  than  ever.   To  quote  Mr.  Lindeman:   "I  am 
convinced  that  the  future  of  democracy  depends  in  a  genuine  sense  upon  adult 
education.   I  do  not  see  how  it  will  be  possible  to  secure  intelligent  partici- 
pation in  the  control  of  our  affairs  unless  we  c»n  produce  a  larger  number 
of  socially-sensitive,  healthy-minded,  progressive  adults."

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES 

FERGUS  COUNTY  HIGH  SCHOOL  LIBRARY,  LEV/ISTOWN:   The  Fergus  County  High  School 
Library  has  actively  participated  in  the  Victory  Book  Campaign  in  Fergus 
County.  Vera  Grazier,  librarian,  is  a  member  of  this  committee  in  Fergus 
County  and  has  been  in  charge  of  publicity  in  the  public  schools.  Members 
of  the  debate  team  have  given  talks  in  each  home  room,  explaining  the  campaign 
and  urging  students  to  bring  books.  At  a  PTA  round  table  discussion  given 
by  the  students,  the  Victory  Book  Campaign  was  given  prominent  place  in  this 
discussion.  The  school  paper  has  carried  an  item  on  the  front  page  since  thi 
beginning  of  the  campaign.   One  item  of  publicity  was  a  student  drawn  carics*- 
ture  of  a  soldier  reading  a  book  in  an  army  camp.  Over  250  books  have  been 
turned  in  to  the  high  school  library,  but  this  is  not  a  true  measure  of  the 
number  of  books  actually  given  to  the  campaign  by  the  students  for  most  of 
the  students  gave  their  books  directly  to  the  Boy  Scouts  who  canvassed  the 
city. 

Circulation  for  January,  with  the  library  open  twenty  days,  was  1,650 
with  650  pupils  in  the  school. 

"Berlin  Diary"  is  currently  the  most  popular  book  among  the  students. 

GALLATIN  COUNTY  HIGH  SCHOOL  LIBRARY,  BOZEMAN;   This  year,  for  the  first  time, 
we  are  giving  all  Freshman  eight  lessons  in  the  use  of  the  library.   The 
classes  meet  on  Monday  at  the  regular  English  class  period. 

We  found  here  that  by  taking  three  class  periods  each  week  we  could  give 
the  eight  lessons  to  all  Freshmen  in  sixteen  weeks.  We  gave  four  lessons  to 
one  group  of  three  sections,  then  changed  groups  for  four  weeks,  going  back 
to  the  first  group  at  the  end  of  that  time. 
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I  think  that  the  tine  will  come  when  these  lessons  will  be  required  for 
graduation  by  the  Northwest  Association.  Even  now  the  Southern  Association 
requires  a  minimum  of  twelve  lessons  for  graduation. 

For  that  reason  I  wish  it  had  been  possible  to  offer  this  course  to  both 
Seniors  end  Freshmen  over  a  three  year  period,  after  which  time  it  could  be 
off-~r  d  to  Freshmen  only,  and  possibly  to  transfer  students  who  had  failed  to 
get  the  necessary  lessons  in  the  schools  from  which  they  came.  However,  due 
to  my  work  in  re-cataloguing  the  library  here,  I  was  not  able  to  do  this  at 
this  time.  The  re-catf loguing  should  be  completed  by  the  end  of  this  year, 
and  such  a  program  may  be  possible  in  the  future. 

We  hold  the  library  classes  in  the  library  itself,  because  thus  the  stu*. 
dents  b(  come  familiar  with  th<~  books  discussed. 

We  use  Zeidee  Brown's  Library  Key  as  a  text. 

PT.i-.INS  HIGH  rCHOQT  t,t^;,^v>  PLAINS;   The  following  suggestions  may  orove  help- 
ful to  teacher-libr- ri'ns  in  small  high  schools. 

To  stimulate  student  interest  in  current  periodicals,  a  contest  could  be 
started  among  the  library  assistants.  Each  of  the  various  magazines  received 
by  the  high  school  library  is  assigned  to  different  student  librarians  for  ad- 
vertising.  At  least  one  article  a  week  is  thus  announced  in  r.s  attractive 
and  unusual  a  placard  ■  s  can  be  devised.  Cartoons  or  sketches  in  the  mag- 
azines can  be  copied  and  enlarged;  pictures  from  other  sources  might  be  cut 
and  pasted  to  attra.ct  attention;  gay  colors  should  be  used  in  mounts  or  in 
paint  and  crayon  work;  starting  headlines  such  as  "ATTENTION,  dog-lovers!" 
may  be  originated.   These  bills  are  to  be  initi; led  and  posted  upon  the  library 
bulletin  board  by  the  librarians;  the  old  ones  being  collected  and  saved  i  fter 
removal.  At  the  end  of  the  six  weeks1  period,  a  library  staff  party  could  be 
given  at  which  vot<-s  arc  cast  for  the  most  attractive  poster,  and  prizes  giv- 
en to  its  designer  i  nd  -"lso  to  the  librarian  creating  the  greatest  number  of 
placards. 

A  librarian  who  also  teaches  English  is  fortunate  for  she  can  combine 
her  work  in  both  fields  to  advantage.   One  method  of  avoiding  the  stereo- 
typed or  stilted  book  report  is  the  prep.-  r  tion  of  a  student  recommendation 
c;  rd  file  to  !>e  placed  in  the  library  for  student  use.   The  books  read 
by  the  students  for  English  credit  or  otherwise,  could  be  recommended  to 
other  students  by  this  device.   Concise  analysis  with  view  to  honest  evalu- 
ation of  a  book  from  a  salesman's  viewpoint  is  ;  valuable  .objective  for  any 
English  class,  and  the  prospect  of  practical  use  being  mfde  of  a  student's 
book  report  lends  a  new  interest  to  a  formerly  dull  assignment.  A  similr.r 
device  would  be  the  pi;  cement  of  a  blank  recommendation  list  on  the  library 
bulletin  board,  upon  which  students  could  record  which  books  were  read  and  en- 
joyed by  them.

It  is  a  waste  of  money  and  a  reflection  on  librarians  to  ship  old,  out- 
of-date  books,  fiction  or  non-fiction,  which  nobody,  soldiers  or  civilians, 
will  read.  Weed  out  every  book  that  is  worthless,  mediocre,  or  if  it  is 
unusable  because  of  physical  condition.  No  Ton  Swift's,  Torn  Slade's,  Ten 
Nights  In  A  Barroom,  McGrath's,  Henty's,  Dell's,  Muhlbach's,  E.  P.  Roe's,  Mary 
J.  Holmes',  out-of-date  Carpenter's  Geographical  Readers,  Dickens,  Balzac, 
Thackerary  in  fine  print,  and  double  columns.  Few,  if  any,  sets  are  usable. 
Do  not  include  Delphian  sets,  old  encyclopedias,  and  technical  sets.  Any 
technical  book  more  than  five  or  six  -'ears  old  is  out  of  date. 


DISTRIBUTION 

The  following  letter  received  February  20  from  Mr.  Conner  changes  Montana's 
distribution. 

To  Victory  Book  Campaign  Directors: 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  Ninth  Corps  Area  in  which  your  state  is 
situated,  is  on  a  complete  war  basis,  certain  modifications  to  our  original 
plan  of  the  distribution  of  the  Victory  Rook  Campaign  books  must  be  made. 

The  Corps  Area  Librarian,  through  his  Commanding  Officer,  has  informed 
us  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  provide  us  with  the  specific  location  of 
camps,  posts,  and  other  points  of  operation  in  the  Ninth  Corps  Area,  and  as  a 
consequence,  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  set  up  central  warehousing  facil- 
ities at  about  eight  geographically  strategic  points  in  the  Corps  Area. 

Please  instruct  the  local  directors  of  all  of  the  local  collection  centers 
in  your  state  to  send  their  reports  of  books  available  on  the  form  post  card 
provided  for  this  purpose  as  originally  planned  and  described  in  the  Manual 
on  distribution,  V.'hen  we  receive  these  reports,  we  will  then  direct  each  local 
collection  center  reporting  books  available  to  send  their  books  to  the  nearest 
warehousing  point  in  their  vicinity,  thereby  saving  time  and  transportation 
costs  and  providing  us  with  the  necessary  information  to  assure  an  equitable 
distribution  to  all  parts  of  the  Corps  Area.

CONSTITUTION 
MONTANA  STATE  LIBRARY  ASSOCIATION 

SECTION  I.   The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Montana  State  Library 
Association. 

SECTION  II.   Its  objects  shall  be  to  promote  library  interests  in  Montana. 

SECTION  III.  Any  person  or  institution  engaged  in  library  work  may  become  an  ac- 
tive member  of  this  association  by  payment  of  the  annual  dues  of  one  dollar. 

SECTION  IV.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  association  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

SECTION  V.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-president, 
a  secretory-treasurer.   These  officers  shall  constitute  the  executive  board. 

SECTION  VI.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot.  A  majority  vote 
constituting  an  election. 

SECTION  VII.   The  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year. 

SECTION  VIII.   The  executive  committee  shall  administer  the  business  affairs  of 
the  association  in  the  intervals  between  the  meetings.  All  bills  must  be 
endorsed  and  ordered  paid  by  the  president. 

SECTION  IX.  There  shall  bo  an  annual  meeting  of  the  association  at  such  place 
as  may  bo  decided  upon  by  the  association  at  the  proceeding  meeting  and  at 
such  time  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  executive  committee.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  oxecutive  committee  or  by  the  president  on  request 
of  six  members  of  the  association.  At  least  three  weeks  notice  shall  be 
given  and  only  business  mentioned  in  the  call  shall  bo  transacted. 

SECTION  X.  This  constitution  may  bo  amondod  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  asso- 
ciation by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  these  present;  provided  that  notice  of  the 
amendment  in  final  form  be  sont  threo  weeks  previously  to  the  mombors  of 
the  association. 

SECTION  XI.  Any  by-law  may  bo  susponded  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and 
voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  association. 

SUGGESTED  REVISION 


SECTION  I.   The  name  of  this  organization  shall  bo  the  Montana  State  Library 
Association. 

SECTION  II.   Its  objects  shall  be  to  promote  library  interests  and  raise  stand- 
ards of  library  service  in  Montana. 

SECTION  III.  Any  person  or  institution  engaged  in  library  work,  board  members 
or  Friends  of  the  Library  may  become  an  active  member  of  this  association 
by  payment  of  the  annual  duos. 

SECTION  IV.  Ten  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  association  for  trans- 
action of  business. 

SECTION  V.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  a  president,  a  vice-president, 
a  secretary  and  a  treasurer.  These  officers  together  with  tho  chairman  of  pub- 
licity and  Adult  Education  shall  constitute  tho  executive  board. 

SECTION  VI.  Tho  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  a  nominating  committee  appointed  by 
the  president.  Thoy  shall  be  elected  at  tho  biennial  meeting.  A  majority  vote 
will  constitute  an  election. 

SECTION  VII.   The  torm  of  office  shall  be  two  years. 

SECTION  VIII.  Tho  oxecutive  committee  shall  administer  the  business  affairs  of  the 
association  in  the  intervals  between  the  meetings.  All  bills  must  be  endorsed 
and  ordered  paid  by  tho  secretary  or  be  presented  before  the  association  at  its 
rogular  meeting. 

SECTION  IX.   Thore  shall  bo  a  biennial  meeting  of  the  association  at  such  place  as 
may  bo  decided  upon  by  tho  association  at  the  preceeding  meeting  and  at  such 
time  as  may  be  decided  upon  by  the  executive  committee.  Special  meetings  shall 
be  called  by  the  executive  conoittoe  or  by  the  president  on  request  of  six  mem- 
bers of  the  association.  At  loast  three  weeks  notice  shall  be  given  and  only 
business  mentioned  in  the  call  shall  bo  transacted. 

SECTION  X.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  associa- 
tion by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present;  provided  that  notico  of  tho  amend- 
ment in  final  form  bo  sent  throe  weeks  previously  to  Members  of  tho  association. 

SECTION  XI.  Any  by-law  may  be  suspended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present  and 
voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  association.

Margaret  Dunstan  has  bcon  appointed  to  a  position  on  the  staff  of  tho  Missoula 
Public  Library,  the  appointment  to  become  effective  when  she  rccoives  her  degreo 
from  tho  Montana  State  University  in  June. 

Governor  Sam  C.  Ford  has  appointed  Mrs.  Lucinda  B.  Scott  of  Helena  as  Librar- 
ian of  tho  Montana  State  Historical  Library.   She  succeeds  Mr.  John  B.  Ritch  of 
Lowistown  ''ho  resignod  on  account  of  ill  health. 

Mrs.  Josephine  Hopner  of  Helena  has  been  reelected  to  hor  fourth  term  as  pres- 
ident of  tho  Montana  State  Historical  Socioty  Library  Board  of  Trusteos.   She  is 
serving  her  21st  year  as  a  board  member. 

Mary  Almas  of  Havre  has  accepted  a  position  as  assistant  librarian  at  the 
Naval  Training  Station,  Newport,  Rhode  Island.  Previously  she  was  a  member  of  tho 
University  of  Minnesota  Library  staff. 

Evelyn  R.  Starkoy  was  marriod  to  Harry  Dale  Walker  of  Minneapolis  in  September. 
She  was  librarian  at  Northern  Montana  College  from  1936-38. 

Lucile  Grove,  formerly  assistant  librarian  at  Kalispell,  is  doing  clerical 
work  at  the  Boeing  plant  in  Seattle. 

Mrs.  Hazel  Strong  has  boen  appointed  librarian  of  the  Moore  Public  Library. 
She  succeeds  Mrs.  Edna  Abbott,  who  had  served  as  librarian  for  the  past  soven  years, 
and  who  died  on  February  4th  following  a  stroke. 

Helen  Scow  has  succeeded  Barbara  Conway  Vando  Pote  as  librarian  of  the  Dawson 
County  High  School  at  Glendive. 

Miss  Nadine  Whitford,  who  has  been  librarian  of  the  West  Side  branch  of  the 
Great  Falls  Public  Library  for  the  past  two  years  has  resigned  to  take  a  position 
as  Junior  caseworker  in  the  Cascade  County  Department  of  Public  Welfare.  Mrs.  Ruth 
Gens  Froeliohcr,  assistant  in  tho  main  library,  will  for  the  time  being  take  the 
position  of  librarian  of  tho  Wost  Side  branch.

The  PBJIL  is  designated  by  the  American  Library  Association  as  one  of  1,200 
libraries  in  tho  United  States  to  serve  as  a  demonstration  war  information  center. 
Each  month  a  collection  of  information  dovoted  to  a  selected  phase  of  national  de- 
fense will  be  sent  to  the  library  by  Miss  Harriet  Root,  Chief,  U.  S.  Information 
Service,  Washington,  D.  c.  The  April  information  is  on  nutrition. 

A  survey  of  Library  Resources  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  will  be  started  this 
month  by  Dr.  John  Van  Male,  University  of  Chicago.  Tho  PNLA  Committee  on  Biblio- 
graphy regards  this  survey,  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Carnegie  Foundation, 
as  one  of  its  most  important  undertakings.   Montana  libraries  will  be  tho  first 
to  be  surveyed. 

A  class  for  adults  who  wish  to  learn  to  road  English  is  being  held  weekly  in 
the  PBML.  The  class  is  sponsored  by  tho  adult  education  service  of  the  library 
and  is  conducted  through  the  voluntary  service  of  Mrs.  Bon  F.  Martin.   The  class 
is  free  and  opon  to  any  adult,  American  or  foreign-born,  who  wishes  to  road  English.

supervisor  of  the  State  wide  library  project  of  Works  Project  Administration  has 
requested  me  to  incorporate  in  this  month's  bulletin  the  following  regarding  the 
present  county  library  law.   Unless  something  is  done  this  year  the  fine  work  being 
accomplished  throughout  the  state  will  bo  at  a  stand  still.  Cascade  County  which  has 
be?n  functioning  since  December  1941,  have  been  planning  a  legislative  program  util- 
izing the  services  of  Mrs.  Hattcrslcy  of  Conrad,  Mr.  Janes  of  Cascade,  Kiss  Ireland, 
our"  State  Supcrintendant  of  Public  Instruction,  Miss  Margaret  Holland,  Cascade  County 
Super intendant  of  Schools  and  others.  Mrs.  Martin  will  be  at  Kalispoll  meeting  to 
present  this  most  vital  measure  which  is  of  interest  to  us  all. 

The  original  county  lav*  provides  for  tho  organization  of  county  libraries  with 
a  tax  levy  of  one  mill  on  all  property  in  the  county.   The  city  or  town  library  may 
tax  itself  up  to  three  mills.   This  has  been  tho  greatest  stumbling  block  to  tho 
organization  of  tho  county  librarios  in  those  counties  whore  one  or  more  city  lib- 
raries are  supportod  by  taxation.   I  fool  that  it  is  highly  desirable  that  some  me- 
thod be  found  to  harmonize  this  conflict  becauso  it  has  been  so  difficult  to  obtain 
signatures  to  a  petition  or  votos  in  an  eloction  while  this  exists.   It  would  appear 
that  a  relatively  small  change  in  the  existing  lav;  would  obviate  this  difficulty. 

Tho  session  lows  of  1939  amendod  the  county  act  to  permit  the  organization  of 
regional  or  joint  librarios  in  several  counties  but  even  this  did  not  take  into  acc- 
ount the  discrepancy  in  taxation  which  would  work  a  hardship  on  towns  already  taxed 
beyond  the  county  limit.   This  legislation  involves  no  appropriation  and  it  seems 
to  mo  it  could  be  drafted  and  passed  with  little  difficulty,  especially  with  the  assi- 
stance of  the  regional  council  of  WPA  libro.rics  and  the  professional  guidance  of 
state  officials  who  have  already  expressed  their  willingness  to  give  council  and 
advice.

PROSPECTIVE   REVENUES   EOR   oCHOOLS  AND  LIBItARIES 
IN   THE  WAfi  AND  POoT-WAR  PERIODS

Expanding  federal  debt  and  unprecedented  war  expenditures  have 
raised  grave  concern  over  prospective  revenues  which  may  be  available 
for  non-war  purposes  in  the  years  immediately  ahead.   The  prospective 
revenues  which  will  be  available  for  educational  services  are,  of  course 
of  particular  concern  because  of  the  vital  role  which  education  plays  in 
the  proper  functioning  of  a  democratic  society. 

It  is  estimated  that  in  1943  governmental  expenditures  for  war  pur- 
poses will  comprise  approximately  three-fourths  of  our  peak  peacetime 
national  income.   Appropriations,  contract  authorizations,  and  recom- 
mendations to  Congress  for  national  defense  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
years  1941  and  1942  total  nearly  84  billion  dollars.   Of  this  total, 
nearly  45  billion  dollars  is  for  the  army,  more  than  20  billions  for  the 
navy,  and  nearly  19  billions  for  other  agencies,  including  the  Lend- 
Lease  Program. 1  The  greatest  national  income,  unstimulated  by  war 
expenditures,  ever  realized  in  this  country  was  in  1929  when  it  amounted 
to  80  billion  dollars.   Obviously  these  unprecedented  sums  represent  the 
demands  of  an  all  out  wax-  effort  and  a  transformation  of  our  peace  econ- 
omy into  a  total  war  economy.   These  almost  incredible  sums  are  consi- 
dered essential  for  winning  the  war. 

THE  URGE  TO  CURTAIL  NON-WAR  EXPENDITURES 

In  order  to  speed  execution  of  the  war  effort  to  completion  and  to 
keep  the  sacrifices  and  the  tax  burdens  necessary  to  finance  such  an 
effort  as  low  as  possible,  it  is  generally  held  essential  to  drastically 
reduce  all  expenditures  of  a  nature  not  directly  associated  with  the  war 
effort.   The  idea  that  local  and  state  governments  should  offset  the 
effects  of  federal  increases  by  curtailing  their  services  and  reducing 
their  debts  has  been  advanced  by  many.   This  idea  seems  to  be  growing 
in  popularity.   To  strengthen  the  argument,  many  use  such  analogies  as 
farm  families  who  forego  new  cars  the  year  they  purchase  new  tractors. 
Obviously,  the  effects  of  such  a  public  policy  carried  out  by  all  state 
and  local  governments  upon  the  American  standard  of  living  will  be  acute. 

Evidence  that  the  Federal  Government  will  follow  a  policy  of  great- 
ly reducing  its  activities  for  other  than  war  purposes  during  the  next 
few  years  ia  contained  in  the  federal  budget  for  1943.   A  total  of 
#3,382,000  is  carried  in  this  budget  to  finance  civil  establishments. 
In  the  fiscal  year  1940,  a  total  of  #5,518,000  was  spent  for  these  pur- 
poses.  Thus  1943  civil  expenditures  are  estimated  to  be  almost  40  per 
cent  less  than  in  1940.   The  1943  budget  for  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  which  includes  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education,  is 
#1,130,000  compared  with  expenditures  of  #3,625,000  in  the  year  1939, 
and  #2,867,000  in  1940.   In  spite  of  these  large  reductions  in  contem- 
plated expenditures  for  federal  activities  for  other  than  war  purposes, 
many  groups  are  still  insisting  that  such  expenditures  must  be  further 
curtailed  in  order  to  win  the  war. 

The  far-reaching  effects  of  such  stupendous  shifts  rais^  very  seri- 
ous problems  concerning  probable  future  revenues  available  for  such 
vital  services  as  education,  particularly  schools  and  libraries.   Cer- 
tainly every  American  citizen  wants  to  do  his  bit  and  cooperate  fully 
with  the  government  in  the  execution  of  the  war.   At  the  same  time  it  it 
the  duty  of  each  citizen  to  make  every  effort  to  see  that  vital  services 
such  as  the  necessary  education  and  training  of  our  children  and  youth 
are  not  neglected  unduly  auring  the  war  years.   When  to  the  Serious 
problems  facing  education  during  the  war  years  are  added  those  associ- 
ated with  fundamental  trends  operating  within  the  economy,  many  of  whiol 
were  in  operation  before  the  war,  the  best  thought  of  the  nation  and  th( 
cooperative  efforts  of  educational  leaders  is  essential  if  school  ana 
library  services  are  not  to  suffer  severe  reverses  in  the  post-war  year:

THE  DECLINE  IN  SCHOOL  POPULATION 

In  1940  there  were  more  than  2  million  fewer  children  of  grade 
school  age  (5  to  13  years)  in  the  United  States  than  there  were  10  years 
earlier.   There  was  nearly  1  million  fewer  children  under  5  years  of  age 
in  1940  than  in  1930.   These  data  reflect  the  decline  in  the  birth  rate, 
and  indicate  that  needs  for  school  services  based  on  numbers  of  children 
to  be  educated  are  decreasing.   These  decreases  will  further  reduce  the 
competitive  position  of  education  compared  with  other  governmental  expen- 
ditures, particularly  during  the  post-war  period.   The  population  of  high 
school  age  (14-17  years  inclusive)  has  already  reached  its  peak  and  in 
the  next  decade  will  decline  further  in  response  to  the  declining  number 
of  children  under  5  and  from  5  to  13  years  of  age.2 

In  contrast  to  the  declining  numbers  of  children  and  youth  to  be 
educated,  the  number  of  aged  people  in  the  United  States  is  rapidly 
increasing.   In  1940  there  were  more  than  2  million  more  people  65  years 
of  age  and  over  than  in  1930.   In  addition  there  were  approximately  2  1/: 
million  more  people  between  the  ages  of  55  aiul  65,  so  that  the  total 
number  of  people  in  the  olaer  age  groups  will  continue  to  increase  in 
the  years  ahead.   Obviously,  old  age  pensions  and  social  security  pro- 
grams will  be  an  increasingly  pertinent  force  with  which  education  must 
contend. 

GEOGRAPHIC  jJlt>TitlBUTION  0?  AKEklCAN  YOUTH 

Equally  as  important  as  the  number  of  children  _nd  youth  to  be 
educated  is  their  geographic  distribution.   The  ratio  of  children  of 
elementary  and  high  school  age  to  adults  in  the  productive  age  groups 
varies  greatly  for  the  different  regions  of  the  nation.   For  example,  in 
the  far  Western  states,  there  arc  only  336  chilaren  from  5  to  17  years 
of  age  for  every  thousand  persons  from  20  to  64  years  of  age,  while  in 
the  southeast  there  are  603.   The  high  ratio  of  chilaren  to  adults  in 
the  Southern  states  is  not  due  largely  to  the  high  fertility  of  the  negri 
population  as  is  generally  supposed. 

The  ratio  of  children  of  school  age  to  the  supporting  adult  group 
generally  increases  with  decreases  in  the  size  of  communities.   In 
cities  of  100,000  or  more  the  ratio  of  chilaren  of  school  age  (both 
elementary  and  high  school)  is  comparatively  low.   In  rural  non-farn 
communities  the  ratio  of  children  in  markedly  greater  than  in  urban  com- 
munities, but  the  rural  farm  population  is  the  one  that  is  carrying  the 
burden  of  school  age  out  of  all  proportion  to  that  in  other  types  of 
communities.   For  example,  in  the  far  western  states  farm  communities 
have  185  children  per  thousand  adults,  while  rur^.l  non-farm  communities 
in  these  states  have  only  145  and  urban  communities  only  112.   In  the 
southwest,  for  example,  the  farm  communities  have  20o,  the  rural  non- 
farm  148,  and  the  urban  only  113. 3 

It  is  obvious  from  the  above  regional  and  community  variations  in 
ratios  of  children  to  adults  th..t  the  needs  for  school  services  vary 
greatly  among  different  are^s  of  the  country.   Since  school  revenues  are 
obtained  largely  from  local  general  property  tax  levies,  these  variation, 
bring  about  serious  inequalities  in  tax  burdens  for  the  support  of  school) 
among  various  regions  and  communities.   In  the  Southern  states  and  the 
Northwest  the  burden  is  and  will  continue  to  be  particularly  heavy,  whil<. 
for  the  country  as  a  whole,  tne  relative  burden  in  farm  communities  will 
be  much  greater  than  that  in  village  and  urban  areas.   The  increasing 
competition  for  public  funds  for  other  services  growing  out  of  the  war 
effort  and  the  economic  conditions  which  are  likely  to  prevail  auring  tlu 
post-war  period  will  create  acute  financing  problems  for  school  ^na  lib- 
rary services  in  these  areas. 

The  unequal  distribution  of  pupil  load  Becomes  more  serious  in  its 
implications  when  it  is  analyzed  in  relation  to  economic  resources  and 
tax-paying  ability.   In  general  there  seems  to  be  a  close  relationship 
between  areas  with  great  child  population  loaus  and  areas  with  low  level.

of  living.   In  other  words,  in  general  the  -reus  with  the  lowest  levels 
have  the  greatest  responsibility  for  child  development  and  education. 
For  the  nation  as  a  whole  approximately  a  third  of  the  children  5  to  17 
years  of  age  are  located  on  farms,  but  only  _oout  oh'~-t.  itU  of  the 
national  income  goes  to  the  farm  population.   In  every  region  of  the 
United  States  except  the  far  west,  the  farm  population  has  a  much  larger 
percentage  of  school  age  children  than  its  proportion  of  the  national 
income,  but  it  is  in  the  southeastern  states  that  the  disparities  betwee, 
child  population  and  income  reach  acute  proportions.   Nearly  a  seventh 
of  the  nation's  children  of  school  age  (5  to  17  years  of  age)  are  locate' 
in  the  southeastern  states,  but  this  region  receives  only  2  per  cent  of 
the  national  income   In  contrast,  the  non-farm  population  of  the  north- 
e  .stern  states  has  only  a  fourth  of  the  nation's  children  of  school  age, 
but  receives  42  per  cent  of  the  national  income.4 

These  disparities  are  the  best  evidence  available  that  there  is 
need  for  greater  support  for  educational  services  on  a  national  basis, 
to  supplement  local  and  state  revenues.   In  a  previous  article  the  _utho- 
related  some  of  the  inequalities  in  educational  opportunities  which 
result  from  these  conditions.5   The  point  which  should  be  made  here  is 
that  while  the  need  for  greater  support  for  educational  services  from 
national  revenues  exists  and  will  undoubtedly  become  still  greater  with 
the  concentration  of  adult  populations  and  income  in  large  cities  where 
w:>r  industries  are  located,  the  tapping  of  the  federal  tre  .sury  for  any 
appreciable  suns  for  education  will  become  increasingly  difficult,  parti- 
cularly during  the  next  few  years  of  the  war  effort  and  the  immediately 
following  post-war  years  when  great  outlays  for  unemployment,  relief, 
general  welfare,  and  public  works  are  reasonably  certain  to  develop. 

The  prospective  economic  conditions  which  are  likely  to  grow  out  of 
our  war  effort  combined  with  basic  trends  in  school  child  numbers  and 
their  distribution,  indicate  that  financing  educational  services  in  the 
United  States  generally  will  face  increasingly  difficult  problems.   If 
adequate  revenues  are  to  be  secured  for  schools  ana  libraries  in  the 
years  ahead,  every  means  must  be  made  to  make  education's  claims  as 
strong  as  possible.   Certain  changes  can  be  maue  in  the  methods  of 
financing  schools  and  libraries  which  will  greatly  improve  their  compe- 
titive position  in  the  struggle  for  public  funds,  and  a  completely  re- 
vamped program  of  local  government  finance  in  war  time  could  viorx.   toward 
the  same  end. 

REVISION  OF  METHODS  OF  FINANCING  oCHOOLo  AND  LIBRARIES 

It  is  ..  widely  observed  fact  that  during  depression  periods  when 
heavy  demands  are  made  for  governmental  spending  for  relief,  public 
works,  and  other  methods  of  providing  economic  opportunities  for  unem- 
ployed and  distressed  families,  spending  for  schools  is  seriously  cur- 
tailed.  This  is  not  because  citizens  believe  it  dangerous  to  support 
schools  during  a  depression  or  that  they  feel  educational  services  are 
less  desirable  than  nuny  other  public  services.   As  a  matter  of  fact, 
most  people  will  state  honestly  that  they  believe  education  is  absolutel 
essential  in  a  democracy,  and  that  it  is  more  important  even  in  depres- 
sion periods  than  many  other  public  services. 

This  apparent  paradox  is  explainable  only  if  we  analyze  the  methods 
by  which  various  public  services  are  financed.   In  the  case  of  such 
services  as  roads,  conservation  and  development  of  natural  resources, 
army  and  navy,  ana  recovery  and  relief,  the  costs  -j.re  met  either  through 
tax  revenues  secured  currently  by  varied  and  indirect  means.   These 
include  the  tariff,  various  excises,  personal  and  corporate  income  taxes 
and  other  taxes  most  of  which  are  characterized  by  a  rather  circuitous, 
or  at  least  not  easily  traceable  route  from  the  taxpayer's  pocKet  to  the 
support  of  the  public  service  in  question.   On  the  other  hand,  four- 
fifths  of  the  total  school  revenue  is  raised  by  the  little  local  distric 
or  county  from  general  property  tax  levies.   In  some  states  as  much  as 
95  per  cent  or  more  is  so  raised.   &ven  in  some  states  where  the  state 
government  contributes  heavily  for  school  support,  this  revenue  is  raise 
largely  from  a  state-wide  millage  levy  on  general  property.   Less  than 
one  per  cent  of  total  school  revenue  is  raised  by  the  federal  government 
the  agency  which  uses  most  extensively  indirect  taxes  or  taxes  based  on

net  income.   Thus  the  support  of  schools  and  libraries  is  local,  persona] 
and  direct,  r.na  it  is  a  sociological  fact  that  the  more  direct  ana  easily 
traceable  the  route  of  the  tax  dollar  from  the  taxpayer's  pocket  to  the 
support  of  a  given  governmental  service,  the  more  likely  is  the  service 
to  be  criticized  or  curtailed  when  economic  conditions  pinch. 

This  whole  problem  of  financial  support  of  schools  ana  libraries 
is,  therefore,  largely  a  matter  of  primary  vs.  secondary  group  relation- 
ships carried  into  the  field  of  public  finance.   It  is  of  particular 
significance  at  this  time  in  view  of  the  economic  conditions  which  we 
are  likely  to  face  in  the  immediate  future  growing  out  of  the  war  ~na 
post-war  periods.   Unless  and  until  more  of  our  school  revenues  are 
secured  through  indirect  or  seconuary  group  means,  the  financial  support 
of  school  services  will  lag  behind  that  fur  many  other  public  services 
with  resulting  serious  social  implications.   This  will  be  especially 
true  in  rural  communities  where  the  means  of  support  is  peculiarly  airect 
and  personal  and  where  a  combination  of  factors,  including  a  heavy  pro- 
portion of  children  of  school  age  and  relatively  low  incomes,  makes  it 
difficult  to  maintain  educational  opportunities  comparable  with  those 
available  in  the  more  highly  industrialized  and  urban  areas. 

Our  statesmen  and  citizens  interested  in  adequate  school  and  libr- 
ary programs  should  expend  every  effort  to  secure  increased  federal 
support  for  these  services  to  supplement  state  and  local  support.   Since 
federal  funds  are  obtained  largely  by  more  indirect  and  less  personal 
taxes,  public  support  for  schools  and  libraries  would  be  more  likely  to 
be  maintained  at  adequate  levels  during  the  difficult  economic  periods 
which  lie  ahead  if  a  larger  proportion  of  total  school  revenues  are 
obtained  from  federal  sources.   At  least  the  support  for  these  services 
would  be  relatively  better  compared  with  that  for  other  public  services 
than  it  would  be  if  practically  sole  reliance  is  continued  upon  state 
and  local  revenues  secured  from  direct,  personal  levies.   In  the  event 
that  federal  support  cannot  be  tapped  for  any  appreciable  amounts,  state 
support  for  schools  should  be  greatly  increased  to'  replace  a  large  pro- 
portion, perhaps  at  least  half,  of  the  revenue  now  obtained  from  local 
school  district  and  county  property  tax  levies.   Such  state  support 
should  be  secured  principally  by  means  other  than  state -wide  millage 
levies  on  general  property. 

BUILDING  UP  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  RESERVES 

Greater  business  activity  and  expanding  national  income  associated 
with  the  war  program  (the  national  income  is  expected  to  exceed  100 
billion  dollars  in  1942)  are  reducing  local  relief  expenditures.   More- 
over the  difficulty  or  impossibility  of  obtaining  materials  for  local 
and  state  highway  construction  or  other  capital  outlay  projects,  reduce 
expenditures  for  these  purposes.   A  larger  percentage  of  current  local 
property  tax  levies  will  be  collected  and  a  considerable  portion  of 
deliquent  taxes  accumulated  from  past  years  will  be  paid.   These  increas- 
ing collections  will  result  in  additional  funds  with  which,  according 
to  many,  local  governments  should  liquidate  their  debts,  simultaneously 
reducing  their  levies. 

There  can  be  little  argument  against  liquidating  debts,  since  the 
time  to  pay  off  debts  is  ordinarily  when  sufficient  income  is  available 
to  do  so.   Many  local  units  are  still  heavily  burdened  with  debt  and 
until  these  are  liquidated,  they  should  continue  to  levy  the  same  amount 
of  taxes  even  though  they  spend  less  for  various  services  as  a  result  of 
increased  business  activity  during  the  war  years.   However,  there  is  an 
increasingly  large  number  of  cities,  counties,  towns,  school  districts, 
and  other  local  units  that  have  already  liquidated  their  debts  or  are 
rapidly  doing  so.   For  example,  the  net  debt  of  all  Montana  counties  is 
now  less  than  1  1/2  million  dollars,  or  the  equivalent  of  an  average 
Levy  of  less  than  5  mills,  and  half  of  the  56  counties  have  no  net  debt. 
..'.any  contend  that  such  local  units  which  have  no  outstanding  debt  should 
aow  lower  their  levies  to  help  offset  the  federal  war  levies.   The  write] 
believes,  however,  that  these  local  units,  in  addition  to  those  with 
debts  to  be  liquidated,  should  maintain  their  levies  at  present  levels 
or  even  increase  them  at  this  time,  in  order  to  build  up  financial  res- 
erves for  the  financing  of  post-war  problems  that  are  reasonably  certain 
to  develop. 

Building  up  local  surpluses  for  the  financing  of  post-war  programs 
is  certainly  sound  business  practice  and  intelligent  planning.   If  pro- 
perly administrated,  the  building  up  of  local  surpluses  can  be  fitted 
into  the  national  effort  so  that  federal  war  financing  is  expedited. 
Local  units  could  invest  their  surpluses  in  defense  bonds  and  in  this 


way  assist  the  Federal  Government  in  securing  funds  to  finance  its  huge 
war  effort.   At  the  some  time,  the  bonds  would  be  owned  by  local  units 
which  would  thus  be  enabled  to  play  an  effective  part  in  the  post-war 
public  works  program.   On  the  contrary,  if  local  levies  are  reduced  at 
this  time,  there  is  no  assurance  that  federal  levies  to  offset  reduc- 
tions in  state  and  local  revenues  will  be  politically  feasible  and  at 
the  sane  tine,  local  units  will  be  weak  ana  ineffective  in  meeting  post- 
war adjustment  problems. 

Immediately  following  the  cessation  of  hostilities  there  will  be 
an  increased  demand  for  certain  educational  services.   A  large  number  of 
young  men  and  women  who  have  been  drafted  into  the  armed  forces  or  who 
have  quit  school  to  take  positions  in  defense  industries  and  related 
activities  connected  with  the  war  effort,  will  want  to  return  to  school 
after  the  war  is  over  and  complete  their  formal  education.   The  need  for 
various  shifts  in  skills  and  training  will  require  continued  emphasis 
upon  certain  types  of  vocational  training,  refresher  courses,  ana  relate 
educational  services.   Far-reaching  changes  will  be  necessary  in  school 
curricula  to  take  account  of  the  extensive  geographic,  economic,  and 
social  changes  brought  about  by  the  war  and  operation  of  forces  which 
culminated  in  the  war.   Every  effort  should  be  mavie  to  see  that  state 
and  local  units  are  in  a  strong  financial  position  to  take  the  initia- 
tive in  furnishing  these  vital  services.   It  is  obvious,  therefore, 
that  much  thought  and  effort  should  be  devoted  now  to  the  problems 
associated  with  assuring  adequate  revenues  for  schools  and  libraries 
not  only  during  the  period  of  actual  combat,  but  also  for  the  post-war 
years  which,  unless  effective  work  is  uone  now,  will  find  educational 
services  in  a  relatively  much  poorer  position  to  meet  the  nation's  needs 
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A  most  enjoyable  meeting  of  1I3LA  was  held  at  Kalispell,  Hay  3-5.   Social  events 
included  Open  House  at  Miss  Phelps'  home  on  Sunday  evening;  luncheons  at  the  Temple 
Tea  Room  and  Country  Club  on  Monday  and  Tuesday;  and  the  banquet  at  the  Temple  Tea 
rtoor.  on  Monday  evening,  at  which  vocal  numbers  by  Mrs.  Titus  Kurtichanov,  colored 
slides  shown  by  Dr.  Sundelius,  end  a  talk  on  "Libraries  and  .adult  Education"  by 
Miss  "uggenhorn  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Instruction  made  up  the  program. 

business  sessions  were  held  at  the  Carnegie  Public  Library  with  President  Doris 
Wilson  presiding  and  Dorothy  Peterson  acting  as  Secretary.   A  cedar  gavel,  the 
joint  gift  of  I.  D.  O'Donnell  01  Billinps  and  the  Hertzberg  Craftsmen,  was  present- 
ed to  the  Association  by  Miss  Fulmer  at  the  opening  session  on  May  4,  ana  Miss  Wil- 
son used  it  to  formally  open  the  39th  annual  meeting. 

The  report  of  Mrs.  Christiansen  as  Treasurer  and  Membership  Chairman  showed  a  bal- 
ance of  $101,60  in  the  treasury,  100  membership  dues  having  been  paid  during  the 
year.  Helen  Ooss  reported  on  her  work  on  the  Directory,  having  issued  a  Supplement 
at  a  cost  of  £.16,05,   Reports  were  made  by  the  Historian,  Mrs.  Benson,  who  has 
brought  the  MSLn  History  up  to  date,  by  Miss  Fernald ,  ALu  Membership  Chairman,  and 
by  Mrs.  Benson,  FMLA  Membership  Chairman. 

Miss  Ford  presented  a  new  plan  for  voluntary  certification  of  Montana  librarians, 
■which  was  adopted.  Three  grades  of  certificates  are  to  be  awarded,  based  on  edu- 
cational qualifications,  experience,  or  examination,  A  clause  allowing  profession- 
al certificates  to  those  who  can  qualify  as  county  librarians  under  provisions  of 
the  Montana  Statutes  would  apply,  unaer  Miss  Ford's  plan,  to  either  county  or  city 
librarians  ana  would  automatically  qualify  anyone  who  could  meet  those  requirements. 
Miss  Campbell  requested  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  work  with  the  SLEC  in  pre- 
I  'iri  iif  examinations  and  issuing  certificates.  The  following  have  been  appointed 
to  serve  on  this  committee:

Mrs.  Martin  discussed  the  problems  and  progress  of  the  S/PA  library  project  in  Mon- 
tana. She. stated  that  the  future  ol  the  project  is  uncertain,  but  that  it  riay  be 
continued  if  it  can  show  that  its  ;ork  contributes  to  the  ,/ar  effort  -  the  librar- 
ies serving  as  Jar  Information  Bureaus. 

A  Round  Table  discussion  of  library  publicity  was  led  by  Hiss  Sonde.  Miss  Gibbons 
read  a  paper  entitled,  "Spotlight  your  Publicity  on  Victory",  prepared  bv  Vera 
Grazier,  Fergus  County  High  School  librarian.  Miss  Gibbons  then  pave  a  tali:  on 
"Radio  Publicity",  based  on  her  own  experience  in  broadcasting  programs  for  the 
Kalispell  library.   Inez  Ratekin  discussed  "The  Newspaper  and  Library  Publicity". 
Mrs.  Falkner  explained  the  importance  ol  the  librarian  herself  as  a  publicity  agent, 
within  and  outside  the  library. 

Miss  Fulmer 'a  report  on  the  Victory  Book  Campaign  showed  that  over  69,000  books  had 
been  collected  in  Montana  and  sent  to  camps  and  distributing  centers.  Only  two 
counties  failed  to  take  pert  in  the  campaign.   In  displaying  publicity  riven  the 
\/LC  in  newspapers  throughout  the  state,  Miss  Fulmer  stated  that  this  would  be  a 
good  starting  point  for  publicity  about  libraries  in  general  and  suggested  that  the 
plan  for  voluntary  certification  be  the  next  publicity  outlet. 

Miss  Ratekin  announced  that  she  had  been  asked  tc  speak  at  the  convention  of  the 
Montana  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  meeting  at  Helens  in  June,  and  that  she  would 

hi  rself  of  the  opportunity  if  there  were  some  plan  or  project  which  the 
Association  wished  her  to  present.  Miss  Ford  suggested  that  this  would  be  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  to  acquaint  the  women  of  the  state  with  the  need  for  state- 
wide library  service.   In  this  connection,  she  further  stated  that  this  is  an  op- 
portune time  for  the  Association  itself  to  do  something  to  promote  regional  librar- 
ies because:  (1)  The  JPa  is  interested  in  regional  library  developments  in  differ- 
ent parts  ol  the  state;  (2)  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  in- 
terested in  library  development;  (3)  the  Montana  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  may  be 
willing  to  work  with  the  Association;  (4)  there  is  money  in  the  treasury. 


Miss  Ford  proposed  that  the  Association  make  available  to  the  SLEC  a  part  of  its 
funds  to  use  in  promoting  library  extension  in  the  state.  The  matter  was  dis- 
cussed in  full.   It  was  the  opinion  of  the  members  that  if  one  regional  library 
could  be  stf.rted  through  the  help  of  the  MSLA,  the  influence  would  extend  through- 
out the  state;  that  in  giving  funds  to  the  Commission  the  existence  of  a  state 
library  extension  commission  would  be  brought  before  the  people  of  the  state, 
and  that  in  time  funds  might  be  secured  for  an  active  library  commission.  The 
question  of  the  amount  of  money  to  be  given  was  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to 
allow  the  Commission  up  to  ^>75.00  to  further  the  cause  of  regional  libraries  in 
the  state,  iliss  Campbell  requested  that  a  committee  from  the  IJSLA  be  appointed 
to  work  with  the  Commission.  Miss  Ford  of  the  Missoula  Public  Library  has  been 
appointed  chairman  of  this  committee;  other  members  are:

Miss  Wilson  presented  a  plan  for  revising  the  constitution.  Various  points  in 
the  proposed  revision  were  discussed  briefly.  It  was  moved  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  continue  work  on  the  revision  and  present  it  for  final  action  at  the 
1943  meeting  of  the  Association.  Following  is  the  committee:

It  will  not  be  possible  for  Montana  to  have  regional  representation  unless  it 
joins  with  another  state.   It  was  voted  to  leave  the  decision  to  the  next  execu- 
tive board.

The  sixty-fourth  annual  conference  of  the  American  Library  Association  closed  on 
June  27,  after  six  days  of  meetings  that  electrified  librarians  with  the  significance 
of  the  year's  work  ahead.  Although  attendance  was  lower  than  usual  because  of 
several  factors,  2,350  delegates  were  present — more  than  the  association  expected  for 
a  wartime  conference. 

The  theme  of  the  general  sessions  was  Winning  the  War  and  the  Peace:  How 
Libraries  Can  Help.  General  sessions  speakers  included  Edgar  Ansel  Mowrer,  foreign 
correspondent;  Robert  J.  Blakely  of  the  Des  Moines  Register  and  Tribune;  Ralph  Beals, 
of  the  Public  Library  of  the  District  of  Columbia;  Clarence  A.  Dykstra,  president  of 
the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  Archibald  MacLeish,  Librarian  of  Congress.  A  message 
from  the  (British)  Library  Association  was  telephoned  across  the  Atlantic  and  record- 
ed for  presentation  at  the  first  general  session.  Lionel  McColvin,  librarian  of  the 
city  of  Westminster,  London,  England,  told  the  librarians  of  America  that  their 
English  colleagues  knew  the  disheartening  difficulties  of  work  in  wartime;  yet  "life 
even  in  wartime  is  rich  and  varied;  indeed  it  tastes  better  than  ever  it  did  in 
spite  of  everything.  Yet — the  only  good  that  will  come  out  of  this  war  is  the  good 
that  we  ourselves  can  put  into  it  by  seizing  its  opportunities.  And  so  at  your  meet- 
ings I  ask  you — do  not  worry  about  your  difficulties.  Discuss  instead  your  oppor- 
tunities." 

The  opportunities  were  recognized  by  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  in  his 
message  to  the  conference  at  the  last  general  session.  "You  (librarians)  are  on 
guard  not  only  against  the  threat  of  violence  and  destruction  that  may  come  to  our 
libraries  from  beyond  our  borders  but  also  against  the  slower  death  by  neglect  and 
disparagement  that  may  imperil  them  from  within.  In  your  charge  is  the  living  record 
of  all  that  man  has  accomplished  in  the  long  labor  of  liberty.  By  keeping  that 
record  always  before  the  eyes  of  the  American  people  you  give  them  renewed  strength 
in  their  struggle  against  the  dark  backwash  of  tyranny." 

That  government  in  this  war  is  cooperating  in  the  task  of  informing  the  people 
of  America  was  the  theme  of  Edgar  Ansel  Mowrer' s  speech  at  the  first  general  session. 
Steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  sour  taste  which  was  left  after 
the  inflamed  public  opinion  of  the  last  war,  he  said.  He  praised  the  consolidation 
on  June  13,  of  various  government  information  agencies,  into  the  new  Office  of  War 
Information.  He  said  "Polyphony  in  the  government  information  field  seems  definitely 
out  of  order."  * 

Turning  to  the  place  of  books  in  wartime,  Mowrer  declared  that  "it  is  gospel 
truth  that  books  could  have  prevented  this  war.  This  is  an  unnecessary  war.  At  any 
time  up  to  the  Munich  crisis,  it  could  have  been  prevented  if  the  peoples  of  Britain, 
France  and  the  United  States  had  said  to  Hitler:  Stop,  pipe  down,  get  out  I  .... 
whether  we  get  a  foolish  peace  or  a  peace  of  discernment  will  result  very  largely 
from  the  kind  of  books  our  people  read  between  now  and  the  day  the  peace  congress 
gets  going." 


REPORT  OF  ALA  CONFERENCE  1%2 
DOROTHY  HUSTON— PARMLY  BILLINGS  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

Statistics  say  that  the  sixty-fourth  annual  conference  of  the  American  Library 
Association  was  a  comparatively  small  one,  but  to  this  librarian,  attending  her  first 
conference,  the  2300  delegates  at  Milwaukee  formed  an  awe-inspiring  group.  It  was 
comforting  while  one  was  walking  down  the  street  to  see  appearing  continually  those 
familiar  buff  envelopes  which  contained  guidance  for  the  ALA  delegates.  I  for  one 
made  good  use  of  the  Milwaukee  maps  so  thoughtfully  provided. 

The  general  sessions  were  excellent.  The  glow  of  the  convention  began  for  me 
the  first  evening  when  Miss  Hazeltine  was  introduced.  Then  President  Charles  H. 
Brown  gave  an  informal  address  striking  the  keynote  for  the  convention,  the  library 
in  a  world  at  war.  From  that  time  on  we  were  repeatedly  reminded  that  we  as 
librarians  have  a  definite  responsibility  to  serve  our  nation  now,  especially  in  the 
forming  of  public  opinion.  Mr.  Mowrer,  in  his  address  at  the  first  session, 
discussed  the  presentation  of  war  information  by  the  government  through  the  Office 
of  Facts  and  Figures. 

Many  people  agreed  that  the  highlights  of  the  Conference  were  the  addresses 
given  by  Robert  J.  Blakely  and  Archibald  MacLeish,  Librarian  of  Congress.  Since 
addresses  have  been  published,  there  is  no  need  to  discuss  them  here.  I  am  grateful 
for  the  privilege  of  hearing  these  men  speak. 

Of  course,  the  Newbery  dinner  was  a  glamorous  event.  The  book  auction  which 
followed  was  most  interesting  and  profitable,  too,  for  the  Victory  Book  Campaign, 
which  received  the  proceeds. 

I  also  enjoyed  the  Friends  of  Libraries  luncheon.   It  is  fun  to  pretend  for  a 
little  while  that  one  belongs  in  such  surroundings  as  the  delightful  Fern  Room  of 
the  Hotel  Pfister  and  the  dazzling  Crystal  Ball  Room  of  the  Schroeder. 

Altogether,  being  at  an  ALA  conference  is  a  grand  experience  and  one  for  which 
I  am  thankful.  The  convention  left  one  with  the  conviction  more  firmly  held  than 
ever  that  librarians  really  are  important  because  it  is  our  well-known  privilege  to 
bring  together  the  reader  and  the  book.  In  Mr.  Mowrer' s  words, 

"Books  could  have  prevented  this  war.  Books  can  decide  what  kind  of  peace  we 
are  going  to  win." 


MONTANA  FEDERATION  OF  WOMEN'S  CLUBS

It  was  my  privilege  as  Library  Service  Chairman  for  the  Montana  Federation  of 
Women's  Clubs  to  have  a  short  spot  on  their  convention  program  at  Helena,  to  talk  on 
county  and  regional  libraries.  Miss  Ford  kindly  lent  me  one  of  her  attractive  pos- 
ters about  county  library  service  in  Montana,  and  I  used  this  in  the  talk  and  later 
had  it  displayed  in  a  prominent  place.  In  my  talk  I  spoke  about  the  need  for  more 
library  service,  the  practical  scope  of  county  and  regional  libraries,  and  the  value 
in  the  present  education  for  democracy  and  peace  programs.  Then,  after  telling 
about  the  desire  of  the  .Montana  State  Library  Association  and  the  Montana  Library 
Extension  Commission  to  cooperate  to  further  library  promotion  projects,  I  said  that 
public  opinion  must  be  roused  to  the  need  and  that  the  clubs  could  do  a  great  public 
service  in  starting  and  supporting  such  projects.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  JUNE  30th,  1942 
DILLON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  number  of  books  loaned  for  the  year  is  11,589.  Considering  the  number  of 
patrons  who  have  gone  to  war,  or  into  defense  work  on  the  coast,  this  is  a  satis- 
factory record. 

Of  the  231  books  added  to  the  Library  167  were  purchased  and  64  were  gifts. 

The  Kiwanis  Club  gave  the  loan  of  a  number  of  books  and  pamphlets  to  form  a 
Vocational  Guidance  Library.  The  vocational  section  of  our  Library  was  weak,  and 
thisloan  is  a  great  help  and  is  much  appreciated.  These  books  are  especially  useful 
to  High  School  students.  A  separate  book  case  has  been  provided  for  them. 

A  new  book  case  has  been  installed  for  the  Lucy  Hamilton  Carson  Alcove.  This 
was  paid  for  with  money  given  by  the  Shakespeare  Club. 

The  Library  has  been  a  collecting  center  for  books  for  Beaverhead  Countv  for  the 
Victory  Book  Campaign.  1196  books  have  been  donated.  400  were  sent  to  Salt  Lake 
City.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Hyrum  Rodgers  and  Mr.  Rex  Ward  they  were  delivered 
free  of  charge.  200  books  were  sent  recently  to  Seattle.  The  books  received  lately 
met  the  rigid  test  "Y/hat  Men  Like"  much  better  than  those  received  at  first.  Fewer 
have  had  to  be  discarded. 

The  Library  staff  has  been  occupied  in  transferring  a  large  part  of  the  library 
books  to  the  Dewey  system  of  classification.  They  had  been  classified  under  the 
Cutter  system. 

Some  of  the  people  of  the  Ermont  and  Bon  Accord  mines  have  found  the  Librarv  a 
source  of  enjoyment,  and  have  contributed  liberally  to  the  Victory  Book  Campaign". 

The  rural  teachers  have  been  grateful  for  the  privilege  of  borrowing  books  for 
their  school  children  and  themselves. 

The  children  have  responded  delightfully  to  the  introduction  hour  for  new  books. 
The  object  of  the  hour  is  to  give  background  and  interpretation  for  the  better  under- 
standing of  the  books  to  be  read  by  them. 


Money  collected  from  fines  and  rentals  amounted  to  $194.51.

it  was  very  unjust  that  this  action  should  be  taken  without  giving  the  librarians 
of  the  state  a  chance  to  be  heard. 


One  of  the  first  acts  of  the  Japanese  in  the  Philippines  was  to  destroy  an 
American  library.  The  policy  of  the  Nazis  and  the  Fascists  toward  libraries,  li- 
brarians, writers  of  books  and  readers  of  books  has  long  been  familiar  to  us.  The 
Japanese  by  their  act  of  barbarism  adopted  the  Nazis'  policy  for  themselves. 

But  they  did  more  than  that.  They  brought  directly  home  to  Americans  the 
menace  of  this  war  to  American  civilization,  American  culture  and  American  books — 
as  well  as  those  who  use  American  books,  produce  American  books  and  care  for  American 
books.  Most  of  us  have  realized  for  a  long  time  that  we  Americans  were  not  immune. 
The  fact  is  now  made  apparent  to  all  of  us. 

The  consequence  is  to  underline  emphatically  the  position  of  librarians  in 
this  war.  They  are  combatants  from  this  time  on  in  all  countries  where  free  li- 
braries and  free  culture  still  exist.  As  combatants  they  have  a  right  to  know 
what  their  combatant  duties  are — in  what  ways  they  can  fight  back  and  what  fronts 
are  committed  to  their  charge. 

Library  associations  and  meetings  of  librarians  all  over  the  country  have  been 
devoted  for  many  months  to  the  consideration  of  these  problems.  From  my  point  of 
view  as  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  1Tar  Information,  there  is  one  front  on  which 
the  services  of  librarians  are  urgently  required.  Librarians  occupy  a  position  in 
American  life  which  emables  them  to  see  to  it  that  the  people  of  this  country  have 
the  facts  before  them. 

Teachers  and  writers  can  and  do  perform  useful  services  on  this  front,  but 
neither  writers  nor  teachers  have  at  their  disposition  in  their  professional  work 
the  facilities  which  the  librarian  employs.  The  librarian  has  around  him,  or  should 
have,  the  books  in  which  the  facts  are  presented — the  books  in  which  the  problems 
are  posed,  the  considerations  are  reviewed  and  the  facts  are  made  evident.  Li- 
brarians in  their  professional  duty  are  continually  concerned  with  the  problem  of 
directing  their  readers  to  the  materials  which  their  readers  require.  In  the 
present  war  as  never  before,  this  duty  of  librarians  assumes  a  first  and  pressing 
importance  and  librarians  in  consequence  carry  a  responsibility  such  as  they 
never  carried  in  our  history.   ' 

I  have  been  gratified  to  note  the  concern  of  the  various  library  associations 
with  this  problem.  The  office  of  War  Information  would  be  happy  indeed  to  be  of 
service  to  these  associations  and  to  individual  librarians  in  meeting  the  various 
problems  which  have  presented  themselves.  A  part — and  one  of  the  most  important 
parts  of  the  work  of  the  Office  of  War  Information—can  only  be  successfully  per- 
formed with  the  cooperation  of  American  libraries  and  American  librarians.  I  am 
profoundly  grateful  for  the  offers  of  cooperation  which  have  come  to  me  and  I  for 
my  part  should  like  to  offer  in  return  the  fullest  cooperation  by  my  office  and 
all  its  members.  American  librarians  have  already  taken  up  the  challenge  with 
which  this  war  has  faced  them.  I  should  like  to  work  beside  them  in  the  common 
cause.

Host  of  the  time  went  for  the 
presentation  and  discussion  of  issues  important  in  the  world  to- 
day, rather  than  to  the  techniques  of  librarianship,  which  our 
professional  literature  pretty  well  covers. 

The  highlight  to  many  of  us  was  the  Third  General  Session, 
Mr.  C.  K.  Morison,  Provincial  Librarian,  Victoria,  presiding  over 
Labor:  What  Labor  Can  Do  For  the  Library."  Outstanding  speakers 
were  Mr.  Harold  E.  Winch,  Canadian  labor  leader  and  member  of 
the  Provincial  Legislature;  and  Mr.  J.  Scott  Milne  of  the  Inter- 
national- Brotherhood  of  Electrical  Workers,  San  Francisco.  Both 
pointed  out  in  a  telling  way  what  labor  needed  and  wanted  in 
educational  help  from  the  library:  help  of  a  technical  nature 
(books  to  help  him  do  a  better  job),  and  help  of  a  philosophical 
nature  (books  to  aid  him  in  orienting  himself  in  the  world  of 
today).  They  put  the  responsibility  squarely  on  the  librarians 
to  provide  this  material,  to  contact  the  labor  groups  and  to  sell 
the  library's  services  to  their  members. 

Miss  Alice  Frost  of  the  Seattle  Public  Library,  and  Miss 
Nellie  Fisher  of  the  Library  Association  of  Portland  spoke  of 
their  libraries  '  efforts  to  meet  this  responsibility.  A  good 
general  discussion  followed  and  the  audience  left  with  the  feel- 
ing that  the. labor  movement  was  one  of  the  most  important  phases 
of  our  times,  that  cooperation  and  understanding  must  help  its 
best  leaders  to  fit  it  into  the  total  picture  of  society  as  it 
functions  today—and  tomorrow.  The  discussions  were  practical, 
but  were  instinct  with  the  passion  and  faith  that  we  work  out 
our  destiny,  not  as  isolated  groups,  but  together,  and  that 
education  in  its  largest  sense  is  the  catalyst  that  will  make 
the  mixture  into  the  united  nation  we  hope  for."

With  the  closing  of  the  "polls"  December  1*,  the  vote  stands 
23  to  17  in  favor  of  retaining  the  S.L.E.C.  Our  work  is  now  cut 
out  for  us  and  we  must  act  at  once.  I  have  appointed  on  a  com- 
mittee to  carry  the  fight  to  the  legislature  those  who  seem  most 
sympathetic  to  the  cause  and  who  can  most  conveniently  go  to  Hel- 
ena if  need  be.  Chairman  of  the  committee  is  Miss  Kathleen  Camp- 
bell, University  Library;  with  Miss  Nina  Ford,  Missoula  and  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Martin,  .  Helena,  as  other  members.  They  are  all  inten- 
sely interested  in  keeping  the  SLEC  law  on  the  Statutes,  but  they 
need  your  help.   Don't  fail  them. 

You  must  get  in  touch  with  your  legislators  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, arranging 'a  personal  meeting  if  possible,  but  if  that  is 
not  feasible  write  a  good  forceful  letter.  Inform  your  legisla- 
tors that  the  M.S.L.A.  is  opposed  to  the  plan  pbrposed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor's Committee  on  Reorganisation  and  Economy  to  abolish  the 
S.L.E.C.  and  place  its  function  in  the  Dept.  of  Education.  The 
Association  has  voted   to  urge  that  the  State  Library  Extension

be  helpful  in  adding  force  to  our  cause. Write  or  address  these 
clubs  asking  their  support,  as  a  unit  and  individually. 

Many  of  the  Bulletin  readers  were  not  riven  an  opportunity 
to  vote..  Ballots  were  sent  only  to  1942-43  members  of  the  Mont- 
ana State  Library.  Association.  Whether  you  are  a.  member  of  the 
association  or  not,  however,  we  need  your  help  and  ask  you  to  do 
your  part  in  main-taining  the  SLEC  as  a  separate  entity,  not  sub- 
ordinate to  the  Dopt:  of  Education.  What  the  SLEC  needs  is  en- 
largement not  extenction,  funds  to  work  with,  not  annihilation. 
It  has  never  been  given  a  fair  chance  to  function  effectively.

An  up-to-date  collection  of 
special  interest,  and  laovie  .guides  are  part  of  the  library's  ser- 
vice to  young  adults'.  . 


"National  Book  Week"  was  observed  in  the  Havre  Public  Library  by 
having  attractive  displays  in  the  adult  and  juvenile,  departments. 
During  the  week  grades  one  to  four,  from  the  Pubiic'and  Parochial 
schools,  were  lnvitfcd  to  visit  the  Library,  with  their  teachers. 
Each  class  was  taken  on  a  tour  ol  the  various  departments.  Short 
talks  were  piven  by  the  librarian,  and  a  gook  mark  was  presented 
to  each  pupil »  In  the  downtown  business  section  books  and  pamph- 
lets -were  shown.

V.ELCONE  AND  CONDI -xL,  iREETIN.N;  TO  ONE  NEN  COUNTY  LIBRARY! 

The  Flathead  county  library  was  first  the  thot  of  Mrs.  N.  C.  Manning 
who  at  that  time  was  the  wife  of  a  farmer  in  the  ^ower  Valley.  It 
grieved  her  to  know  that  the  rural  people  of  tho  county  do  not  have 
adequate  library  service,  and  that  many  of  them  cannot" afford  to  use 
the  books  in  the  city  library.   She  had  studied  the  county  library 
movement,  and  had  a  vision  of  a  county  library  and  what  it  would 
accomplish  for  the  rural  schools  and  high  schools  and  for  the  people  i 
our  county. 

She  presented  this  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Counts  Federation  of 
'A'oncns  Clubs  in  September,  1336,  and  it  was  made  tho  major  nroiect  of 
the  Federation  for  tho  coming  year.  The  project  was  started  ri^ht 
away  under  the  able  supervision  of  Mrs.  Manning,  and  would  have"bcen 
completed  that  year  except  for  the  long  illness  and  the  death  of  Mr. 
Manning  which  resulted  in  her  departure  from  the  state  to  finish  her 
college  course. 
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Thoro  arc  many  who  deserve  honorable  mention  for  their  work  in  cir- 
culating petitions.   The  people  in  Soners,  Bis  Fork,  Benton,  Half 
Moon  and  Columbia  Falls  signed  almost  100,1.   There  were  rural  dist- 
ricts v.'hcre  the  canvassers  contacted  every  tax-payer  in  the  district. 
In  Columbia  Falls  the  method  was  unique.   Tom  Cavcrly,  the  editor, 
wao  one  of  the  judges  of  election  and  when  people  came  to  vote  he 
asked  the  tax-payers  to  sign  the  library  petition,  and  since  he  knew 
them  all,  no  mistakes  were  made,   life  found  out  that  a  card  party  or 
small  party  was  a  good  place  to  circulate  petitions,  while  public 
meetings,  or  those  called  by  organizations  were  not.   People  seemed 
to  resent  having  the  library  project  presented  at  meetings  whore  they 
had  important  business  of  their  own. 

The  county  library  was  established  at  a  public  hearing  held  Kay  16, 
1942.   Special  thanks  go  to  Mrs.  Dean  Kino;  for  invi'ting  Miss  Inez 
Ratekin,  County  Librarian,  Lincoln  County,  to  b  her  guest  so  that  she 
could  attend  this  hearing.   Kiss  Ratekin  gave  an  interesting  and 
instructive  talk  and  answered  questions.   At  the  Federation  meeting 
in  September,  1942,  she  was  the  main  speaker.   Then  in  July,  1942, 
v.-c  again-met  with  county  commissioners  to  ask  them  for  a  one  mill 
levy  for  the  opcratx on  of  the  library.   They  made  no  promises  that 
day,  but  later  mado  a  levy  of  one-half  mill.   There  were  about 
twenty  present  at  each  of  these  meetings.   They  were  very  good  meet- 
ings because  almost  every  one  present  joined  in  the  discussion.   All 
were  in  favor  of  the  library. 

In  December,  the  commissioners  appointed  Mrs.  Joe  Adelbert,  Mrs.  Eva 
Cassel  and  myself  to  serve  as  a  library  board.   Our  term  of  office 
began  January  1,  1943.   The  tax  valuation  of  Flathead  County  is 
,^10,322,516.   kalispell  and  Whitcfish  have  withdrawn  leaving  a 
valuation  of  $7, 109, 111.   A  one-half  mill  tax  will  give  us 
„J3,  554.00. 

The  county  owns  a  good  residence  which  was  included  when  a  gravel  pit 
was  bought.   The  county  also  owns  three  vacant  lots  not  far  from  the 
high  school.   It  will  take  all  the  money  we  hive  to  move  this  building 
and  build  a  basement  and  convert  it  into  a  library .   But  after  July 
1,  wc  will  be  able  to  draw  from  the  new  levy. 

A  great  deal  needs  to  be  done  before  our  county  library  is  operating, 
and  sending  books  to  our  45  rural  schools,  four  high  schools,  at  least 
three  branch  libraries  and  several  book  stations.   But  at  least  the 
first  chapter  of  our  history  has  been  complctod.

Lincoln  County  Free  library,  in  the  extreme  north;vost  corner  of  the 
state,  has  been  jaunting  along  very  much  -s  usual  this  season.   At 
the  beginning  of  school  we  started  our  yearly  Reading  Plan  for  school 
children  through  the  eight  grades.   In  the  spring  those  fulfilling 
requirements  will  win  reading  awards. 

During  Book  Week  the  annual  Book  Week  Contest  was  the  main  interest, 
aside  from  the  displays  of  new  books.   This  year  the  contest  wae 
figures  from  books,  made  of  any  material.   An  exhibit  of  stuffed 
cloth  characters,  a  collection  made  from  paper  machc,  a  group  of  soap 
carvings,  and  some  figures  made  of  wood,  were  the  prize  winners  and 
some  of  them  were  unbelievably  well  done.

The  Victory  Book  Campaign  in  i.cGonc  County  is  not  going  over  as  well 
as  last  :roar,  abort  200  books  has  been  collected  so  far,  wc  have 
about  100  ready  for  shipment,   ',7c  clean  ind  mend  then  before  thoy 
arc  sent. 

This  month,  -  the  22nd  -  our  library  has  its  13th  birthday. 

Wo  have  about  0,000  books  and  subscribe  to  35  periodicals. 


Kadison  County  Library,  Virginia  City,  Montana

The  Thompson-IIickman  County  Library  at  the  present  has  a  collection  of 
6,775  books.   At  least  ,,,100.00  is  spent  each  year  for  now  books,  but 
wc  depend  on   individuals  for  the  donation  of  magazines. 

The  circulation  of  books  for  the  year  was  5,106.   Having  lost  a  great 
number  of  families  from  Virginia  City,  the  circulation  has  fallen  off 
considerably.

They  arc  taught  finger  plays  and  nursery  rhymes  during  the  rest  of  the 
period.   Little  wooden  benches  were  donated  by  a  rcsiacnt  to  the  lib- 
rary forthc  children  to  use  as  wc  have  been  unable  to  buy  chiirs. 

V/'c  have  at  the  present  time  4,000  volumes  in  the  library.   Forty-four 
boohs  have  been  collected  in  Superior  for  the  Victory  Book  Campaign. 
'..e  cr.pcct  more  to  arrive  so^n  as  the  branch  libraries  have  not  sent 
theirs  yet.

Circulation  statistics  (taken  from  annual  report  onding  July,  1942): 
Grand  Total-  Adult  and  juvenile -13, 147  (Books  r:  magazines) 
Magazines  loaned  2,350.   Books  accessioned  503,  of  those  134 
wore  gifts. 

Four  sct3  of  Stcrcopticon  views  were  added  to  the  collection  and  one 
new  Stereoscope,  making  four  altogether.  Those  wore  loaned  to  branch 
libraries  and  country  school  teachers.   The  teachers  were  allowed  all 
the  books  they  wished  -  some  taking  out  as  many  as  25  at  a  time.

She  bound  171  books  and  repaired  41  magazines 
besides  other  work.   A  senior  high  school  ;;irl  helped  -  completing  her 
Trades  and  Industry  course  in  hay,  1942.   With  the  knowledge  gained 
she  was  able  to  earn  money  during  summer  at  the  college  library  at 
Billings  and  also  the  present  school  year. 

In  the  sur.u.icr  of  1942  the  library  coiling  and  walls  wore  redecorated 
:.iaking  a  vast  inprovement.   The  floors  were  oiled  and  s. reives  and 
books  thoroly  cleaned. 

Books  number  12,000.   Every  two  or  three  weeks  wo  put  a  notice  in  the 
county  'paper  listing  new  books  with  a  short  review  of  each,  with  other 
library  news  of  interest.   From  comments  noted  it  is  well  received.

The  1943  Victory  Book  Campaign  is  designated  by  tho  Army  and  the  Navy 
as  the  official  agency  for  tho  collection  of  books  to  be  distributed 
among  the  nation's  fighting  men.   Sponsoring  the  drive  to  obtain  "More 
and  better  books"  in  1943  are  the  American  Library  Association,  The 
Amorican  Red  Cross  and  the  United  Service  Organizations. 

In  1942  more  than  eleven  million  books  wore  contributed  in  the  VBC. 
Approximately  50$  of  these,  after  weeding,  were  suitable  for  dis- 
tribution.  The  campaign  this  year  stresses  both  quality  and  quantity 
with  the  emphasis  on  quality.   The  basic  strategy  is  to  present  tho 
1943  VBC  in  terms  of  books  each  individual  can  and  is  supposed  to  givo 
to  the  individual  soldier  and  sailor.   The  purpose  is  to  enable  the 
individual  giver  to  identify  himself  with  the  reading  needs  of  an 
individual  soldier,  sailor,  marine  or  merchantman.   Attic  cleaning 
psychology  in  stimulating  people  to  contribute  is  taboo.  \!c    should 
not  be  ma  king  insignificant  sacrifices  in  giving  books.   The  final 
tc3t  is  "Any  book  you  really  want  to  keep  ia  ;?.  good  one  to  give." 

The  collection  of  these  books  is  a  national  effort  in  which  every  group 
interest  and  interested  group  are  pulling  .tagcthcr.   Emphasis  will  be 
placed  everywhere  on  the  fact  that" this  is  not  a  drive  of  the  library 
alone,  or  the  Red  Cross  or  the  USO.   Is  is  the  huge  cooperative  effort 
of  every  element  in  our  society,  working  together  to  secure  these 
books  for  the  armed  forces. 
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projocts  the  pictures  on  the  reading  tabic  for  which  purpose  snail 
screens  arc  provided.   The  plan  has  proved  to  be  very  popular,  not 
only  rxiong  high  school  students,  but  also  among  older  people  pre- 
paring themselves  for  war  production  work.   Mr.  filler  is  enthusias- 
tic about  the  possibilities  of  the  plan,  and  otatbe  that  noro  kits 
will  be  added  as  they  arc  available.   Miss  Ethel  Kellow,  of  the  Mark 
Twain  branch,  states  that  the  filns  have  greatly  increased  the  demand 
for  books  dealing  with  technological  subjects. 


Miss  Geneva  Cook,  Librarian,  Bozeman  Public  Library,  announces  they 
have  a  Neon  sign.   Their  baseucnt  has  started  on  a  rejuvenation  era  - 
as  a  start  the  children's  room  has  boon  painted  and  cleaned  and  the 
store  room  has  a  new  ceiling.   They  are  in  hopes  to  keep  this  up 
until  the  entire  building  Las  been  renovated.

The'  Legislative  Ommittee  gf  the  MSLA,   composed  of  Kathleen  Campbell,   chair- 
man, Nina  Ford,  and  :irs.  Elizabeth  Mart  in,  put   i&  six  weeks  of  strenuous  w«rk 
planning  and  putting  into  effect    out   1943  legislative  program,     V/e  one  them  a 
debt   of  gratitude   for  their   splendid  v.ork. 

Originally  the  Legislative  Committee  had  prepared  an  amendment   t»  the  Com- 
mission Ian  \7hich  they  hoped  might   satisfy  the  Governor's  Committee  o%  Re»r- 
ganization  and  Ectncmy,   which  had  proposed  abolishing  the  commission.     It 
developed,   however,    that   this  proposal    ..ould  not  be  presented  by  the  House 
Reorganization  Comxittee. 

The  business   and  Professional    ..omen's   Club   of  Butte  had  taken  up  the  cause  *f 
the  Commission  as   its   legislative  project  and  introduced  a  bill  for  an 
appropriation   for  the   Commission*,     The  bill  was   signed  with  excellent  names 
ef  representatives,   and  I  r.   Fattersor   of  Hill  County  introduced   it.      The  Bill 
received  consideration  in   the  Appropriations  Committee,   and  Miss    '.aiipbell  and 
Mrs.  Martin  wore  sumrroneJ  to  Hblena   co  appear  be.To.oo  t'nn  "omcvlttee   J."or  a  hear- 
ing.

Although  fewer  books  have  been  collected  this  year,  reports  are  that  the  books 
are  much  better  in  quality.  Magazines  are  not  needed  in' the  army  ur  navy 
libraries  and  directors  are  requested  not  to  collect  theijji  or  ship  them. 

VBO  Books  collected  locally  cannot  be  d;vert;d  to  nearby  military  camps.  VBC 
Headquarters  asks  that  this  not  be  done.  Illitary  „nd  uaval  authorities  prefer 
that  the  control  of  books  to  service  commands  and  posts  be  regulated  by  a 
control  office  in  order  to  insure  equalized  distribution  of  the  books.

BILLINGS  GROUP  DISCUSSES  PERTINENT  TOPICS 


BILLINGS.       Is  democracy  compatible  wi th  capitalism  is  the  subject  for  discussion 
at  the  Parmly  Billings  Memorial  Library  April  11,   at   2:30  P. II.     This  is  the 
tenth  in  a  series  of  bi-weekly  discussions  to  stimulate  more  reading  and  think- 
ing in  Billings  on  the   issues  and  problems  of  the  war  and  postwar  period. 
Since 'December  6,  the  Atlantic  Charter,   Japanese—American  Relations,   India, 
China,   Latin  America,   Russia,   Gre&t.  Britain,   Can  Oar  be  Abolished,   Public  Opinion, 
and  the  Treaty  of   Versailles  have  been  discussod  by  Volunteer  speakers  including 
a  laqyer,   three  teachers,   a  T.'CA  secretary,   a  doctor,  a  laborer.,   and  a  house- 
wife.

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The  30th  annual  meeting  of  the  Montana  State  Library  Association 
convened  in  Butte,  May  3-4,  1943-  The  minutes  follow: 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Miss  Ellen  Torgrimson,  president, 
on  Monday,  May  3,  at  9:30  A.M.  at  the  Finlen  Hotel.  Mrs.  Julia 
McMullen  presented  the  Honorable  Barry  O'Leary,  Mayo-  of  Butte,  who 
welcomed  the  Montana  librarians  to  the  cit". 

Miss  Torgrimson  presented  her  president's  report  indicnt-ing  the 
reason  for  changing  the  meeting  place  from  Hardin  to  Butte  was  due 
to  travel  problems  and  rationing.  So  many  problems  of  the  Association 
needed  consideration  this  year  that  in  spite  of  some  difficulties  a 
meeting  was  deemed  necessary.  The  revision  of  the  constitution  and 
plans  for  work  of  the  Association  through  the  war  period  were 
problems  stressed  by  Miss  Torgrimson. 

The  minutes  of  the  1942  meeting  at  Kalispell  were  read  and  approved. 
The  treasurer's  report  showing  a  balance  of  2104.12  read  by  the 
secretary  in  Mrs.  Mildred  Grawe's  absence  was  accepted. 

Due  to  Miss  Kathleen  Campbell's  absence  no  report  on  A.L.A. 
membership  or  State  Library  Extension  Commission  were  presented.  The 
report  on  P.N.L.A.  Membership  showed  31  members  from  Montana.  Miss 
Virginia  Sanders  presented  Miss  Margaret  Fulmer's  report  on  the 
Victory  Book  Campaign.  26,842  books  have  been  collected  up  to  April 
30,  1943  in  the  1943  campaign.  43  counties  of  the  state  have 
contributed.  Several  cities  reported  money  raising  projects  to  buy 
new  books  for  the  soldiers. 

The  report  of  the  M.S.L.A.  Directory,  given  by  Miss  Doris  Wilson  for 
Mrs.  Helen  Pesman,  recommended  that  no  supplement  be  issued  for  1943 
but  that  all  librarians  keep  Mrs.  Pesman  informed  of  changes  in 
staff  in  order  that  her  records  be  kept  up  to  date. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Miss  Winnifred  Feighner,  who  feels  the 
University  Library  has  urgent  need  of  this  supplement,  Mrs.  Pesman 
is  requested  to  include  information  of  changes  in  library  staff  in 
the  December  number  of  the  M.S.L.A.  Bulletin. 

In  her  report  on  publicity  Mrs.  Mabel  Miller  mentioned  some  success 
in  obtaining  statewide  publicity. 

Miss  Virginia  Sanders,  representative  for  the  P.N.L.A.  Quarterly  for 
Montana,  urged  that  news  for  this  publication  be  sent  to  her. 


The  Adult  Education  Committee  report  was  read  by  Mrs.  Helen  Sweeney 
for  Mrs.  Corrine  Ackley.  The  suggestion  for  closer  cooperation 
from  P.N.L.A.  and  A.L.A.  Adult  Education  Committees  was  reforred 
to  Mrs.  Payson. 

Mrs.  Lois  Payson  described  her  experience  as  a  member  of  the  board  of 
directors  of  P.N.L.A.  and  welcomed  suggestions  from  members  that 
could  be  presented  to  the  board. 

For  the  Regional  Libraries  committee  Miss  Nina  Ford  reported  that 
Miss  Inez  Ratekin  had  made  two  trips  to  Kalispell  to  help  with  the 
organization  of  the  Flathead  County  Library.  Miss  Jeanne  Lewis  had 
been  secured  as  librarian  and  an  office  building  has  been  rented  for 
county  library  quarters.  Missoula  Public  Library  has  offered  to 
extend  regional  library  service  to  severa]  adjacent  counties  but 
definite  arrangements  ha^e  not  been  complete!.  Miss  Campbell  made  a 
trip  to  Great  Falls  tr  discuss  with  the  trustees  ji"  tha  VTA 
regional  library  project  embracing  Teton.  Judrtn  Basin,  Cascade  and 
Pondera  Counties  as  to  the  possibilities  of  continuing  it  after  WPA 
support  would  be  withdrawn.  There  is  interest  in  a  county  library  in 
Fergus  County  and  in  Gallatin  County  and  in  a  county-city  contract 
system  in  Dawson  County. 

Miss  Evelyn  Swant  reported  that  the  certification  committee  was 
advised  not  to  go  ahead  with  a  voluntary  certification  project  until 
the  Attorney  General  gives  a  decision  as  to  the  legality  of  such 
action. 

The  next  order  of  business  was  the  revision  of  the  constitution.

association  interested  in  library  work  may  become  an 
associate  member  urion  payment  of  the  dues  as 
provided  by  the  By-Laws,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  privileges  of  this  association  except  the  right 
to  vote  and  the  right  to  hold  office. 
Section  IV.  Life  Members.  Any  person  eligible  for  active  member- 
ship may  become  a  life  member  upon  payment  of  fees  as 
provided  in  the  By-Laws. 


Section  V.  Contributing  or  Sustaining  Members.  Any  person  or 
institution  eligible  for  membership  may  become  a 
contributing  or  sustaining  member.

A  luncheon  was  held  in  the  Finlen  Hotel  at  12:30  with  Miss 
Guinevere  Crouch  as  hostess. 

At  2:CO  o'clock  the  association  reconvened  at  the  Montana  State 
School  of  Mines  Library  with  Miss  Torgrimson  presiding.  In  Miss 
Campbell's  renort  on  the  Institute  on  war  and  post  war  issues  read 
by  Miss  Catherine  1J,hite,  Miss  Campbell  described  her  impressions  of 
the  Institute  held  in  Seattle  and  urged  the  forming  of  adult  groups 
to  study  these  prcblems.  A  number  of  librarians  presented  suggestions 
and  plans  for  su;'.h  groups. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Martin  described  the  closing  of  the  WPA  Library 
project  in  Montana  and  gave  high  praise  to  the  many  communities 
which  are  attempting  to  carry  on  this  library  service. 

Miss  Louise  Fernald  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  Regional  Library 
project  in  the  Great  Falls  area  sketching  its  progress  from  early 
VTA  libraries  in  1936.  With  the  discontinuing  of  the  WPA  projects 
it-is  hoped  that  enough  interest  has  been  created  to  soon  establish 
the  proposed  regional  library. 

The  orteanization  of  an  army  camp  library  was  described  by  Mrs. 
Martin.  Her  remarks  centered  chiefly  on  the  library  at  Fort-  William 
Henry  Harrison  which  she  helped  to  organize.

;,  tea  served  by  the  hostess  librarians  in  the  browsing  corner  of  the 
School  of  Mines  Library  was  a  welcome  and  refreshing  break  in  the 
afternoon's  program. 

The  meeting  adjourned  to  reconvene  at  the  Finlen  Hotel  for  further 
business. 

After  a  report  on  the  1943  Montana  Legislative  Assembly  as  it 
affected  libraries  given  by  Miss  Ford  the  following  suggestions 
for  the  1945  legislative  program  were  given. 


1.  Radio  publicity,  keeping  libraries  before  the  public. 

2.  Keep  librarians,  club  groups  and  legislators  informed  of 
library  problems  and  progress  through  the  next  two  years. 

3.  Prepare  our  bills  and  have  them  ready  for  introduction  early. 

4.  Be  prepared  for  opposition  on  regional  libraries. 

5.  Suggest  higher  qualifications  for  County  Superintendents. 

6.  Counteract  opposition  to  library  measures  proposed  by  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

7.  On  certification  for  librarians  name  board  "Board  for 
Vocational  Standards".  Charge  fee  of  one  dollar  for  certification. 

8.  Need  to  interest  and  educate  larger  groups  to  sponsor  library 
bills;  such  as  Business  and  Professional  Fomen's  Club  and 
Somen's  Clubs. 

Invitation  was  extended  by  Miss  Ford  to  hold  the  next  annual 
convention  at  "ftssoula. 

A  banquet  was  held  at  the  Finlen  Hotel  at  7:00  o'jlock  with  Mrs. 
Julia  McMullen  prejiding.  "The  Place  of  Latin  America  in  the  New 
V'orld  Order"  was  the  topic  of  a  speech  given  by  Miss  Eleanor 
Dougherty  of  the  Great  Falls  College  of  Education. 

On  Tuesday  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9:30  in  the  Finlen 
Hotel  with  Miss  Torgrimson  presiding.  Miss  Ruth  Eismann  presented  a 
paper  on  "Outstanding  Books  of  the  war" . 

The  adjustment  so  necessary  at  this  time  with  our  nation  at  war  was 
vividly  brought  to  us  in  a  discussion  of  "The  Army  takes  over  the 
Campus"  by  Miss  Feighner  of  Montana  State  University?  Miss  Wilson 
of  Montana  State  College  and  Miss  Guinevere  Crouch  of  Montana  State 
School  of  Mines. 

A  communication  read  by  Miss  Olive  Brain  for  Miss  Margaret  Fulmer 
presented  the  problem  of  library  personnel  and  the  need  to  acquaint 
library  boards  with  the  need  of  salary  raises  for  library  staffs  in 
order  to  maintain  properly  trained  and  qualified  personnel  during 
this  period, 

The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  problem  of  personnel  and 
that  of  pensions  and  salaries  of  librarians  be  studied  during  the 
year  and  considered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association.  Carried.

At  12:00  o'clock  a  luncheon  was  held  at  the  Finlen  Hotel  with  Miss 
Inez  Haskins  presiding.  At  this  time  the  question  of  funds  for  the 
SLEC  and  Regional  Libraries  was  discussed.  The  decision  was  made  that 
the  association  again  hold  a  fund  of  £75.00  from  its  treasury 
available  for  this  v.orl-  if  needed. 

The  meeting  was  then  ajourned.

BILLINGS:  Yea..:     \ ;  the  Billings  Polytechnic  Institute  Library 
ta^i'e  was  begun  an   - ntensive  campaign  in  developing  a  subject- 
heading  file  in  the  library  and  these  cards  were  kept  in  a 
.separate  file.  This  was  thought  of  as  a  temporary  arrangement  but  as 
btme  past  it  was  found  to  be  much  more  convenient  than  the  usual 
mothod  of  combining  them  with  the  author  and  title  cards.  It  not 
only  saves  time  in  thumbing  over  so  many  cards,  reports  Miss  Emma 
Johnson,  librarian,  but  it  also  emphasizes  the  use  of  subject- 
heading  cards.  It  is  an  incentive  to  building  up  the  subject-heading 
file,  and  makes  it  possible  for  more  people  to  use  the  card  index 
at  the  same  time. 

Miss  Dorothy  Huppert,who  has  been  student  assistant  in  the  Eastern 
Montana  State  Normal  School  Library,  will  be  an  assistant  in  the 
Livingston  Public  Library  during  the  summer. 

The  Summer  Reading  Project  at  the  Parmly  Billings  Memorial  Library  is 
divided  into  two  age  groups.  For  grades  1-3  there  is  a  "Flag  Club" 
in  which  each  member  raises  his  flag  on  the  pole  as  he  reads.  Grades 
4-8  advance  in  army  rank  as  they  read.  Reading  on  American  life  is 
being  emphasized.
